I hereby resign my office as President 
of the Newton Street Railway Company, 
to take effect at the Annual Meeting or 
whenever my sucoessor is agreed upon. 

During the early days of the Company 
there was much required of the Presi- 
dent involving a knowledge of railway 
law. 

Onr trials are now substantially over; 
our road is an assured success, and no 
longer requires any considerable legal 
attention. 

In retiring from the Presidency to 
attend more exclusively to the practice 
of mv profession. I am triad to be able to 
congratulate my fellow stockholders and 
directors upon our success and to ex- 
press my appreciation of our pleasant 
relations and of their cordial support 
throughout.

Mr. Morse’s resignation will be a 
matter of regret to tbe company, which 
he lias served so faithfully in the critical 
portion of the road's history, but one 
can easily see that his practice would 
suffer from the many details the Presi- 
dent of a street railway company would 
have to attend to personally, and Mr. 
Morse intends to return to the more ex- 
clusive practice of bis profession. 

The fact that we have a street railway 
at all is largely due to tbe effort of Mr.

TIIK HAST MEETING OF 1801 ADDRESSED 
BY RIVi A, S. TWOMBLY, D. H. 


Both branches of the City C ouncll mot 
Monday night with all the members 
present. In the board of aldermen all 
the mcmbeis were present and Mayor 
Hibbard presided. 

Walter Austin and Charles A. Harring- 
ton, assignees of Jas. Killian, sent in a 
communication demanding payment of 
all money due Contractor Killian from 
the city. Referred to the aldermen who 
are membors of the sewer committee. 

Alderman Uarbaoh of the sower com- 
mittee reported the stroots ou which 
sewers had boon laid in Wards One, Two 
and Sevon, tho work having boon com- 
pleted save on Boyd, Fayette, Garden 
Mt. Ida, Bennington st.root*, Waverly 
Avenue, Trcmont, .and a few other 
parts of stroots in Wards One and Seven; 
and Adams, Harvard, Bellevue, Newton* 
villc Ave., Contral Place, Chapel, Court. 
Cook, Crescent, Newtouvillo Avo., and 
other parts of stieets in Ward Two. The 
report was aooepted and filed and these 
streets will be finished next year. 

A report was also made of the streets 
in Newtonville and West Nowtou to bo 
sewered next year, which include among 
others, Alpino, Brooks and Brookside 
Avenue, Cherry, Cross, Chestuut, Davis 
Avenue, Eddy, Edinboro, Hillside, 
Lenox, Hillside, Highland, Margin, Mt. 
Vernon, .Otis, Prince, Putuam, Temple, 
Waltham, Walker and Watertown 
streets. 

Among the streets in Newton Centro 
to be sewered next year are Beacon, 
Bowon, Centre, Chase, t Gibbs, Glen 
Avenue, Homer, Knowles, Lyman, Maple 
Park, Marshrall, Pleasant, Pelham, 
Station, Ripley, Sumner, Willow aud 
others. 

Alderman Sheppard from the claims 
committee reported in favor of giving 
Clara L, Dyer, who petitioned for dam- 
ages for iujuries from a fall on Emerson 
street, leave to withdraw. The claims 
of Louis Brownson, John Crafts, C. C. 
Harrington, Mary McPhee, Margaret 
Parsous and Thomas Stimpson had 
been settled in full. The claims of Burke 
and Greeley were awaiting the result of 
a suit, Jotiu G. Blaisdell had been de- 
feated in hiB suit against the city. 

The superintendent of burial grounds 
handed in his report for the year 1891; 
twenty-three had beou buried in the city 
cemeteries, sixteen in tho city lot. Of the 
appropriation of $400, $390.72 had been 
expended. 

Alderman Hyde presented a bill for 
street watering in front of the city prop- 
erty, of $119.70, to bo charged to miscel 
lanous expenses. 

The water board was authorized to ex- 
pend $16,000 for new main pipes and 
special castings. 

P. Sullivan gave notice of intention to 
build a house 18x25 feet on High street, 
Ward “ 

On motion of Aldermen Luke $200 was 
appropriated for legal expenses in suit 
against the city. 

On motion of Alderman Luke an ex- 
cess and deliciency account was opened, 
to which all unexpended balances will 
be transferred. 

Tho bearing on Temple street was 
closed, no one appearing, and au order 
■was bassed for the laying out of the 
street from Fuller to Lenox. 

The city treasurer was authorized to 
pay $24,250 interest on water bonds and 
$050 interest on municipal bonds. 

On motion of Alderman Harbach, a 
sewer was ordered laid on Walnut street, 
from Mill to Homer. 

On motion of Alderman Harback, $044, 
44, the balance of the appropriation for 
the block system, was appropriated for 
continuing the work on the system in 
Wards Two, Three and Four. 

One street light was asked for ou Pearl 
street. 

Notice was received from the Common 
Council of non-concurrence on the order 
appropriating $100 for school iucideu- 
trls. 

On motion of Alderman Luke, $123.75 
was appropriated for interest ou the un- 
invested portion of the Keurick fund. 

An order was passed transferring $700 
from the appropriation for almshouse 
expenses to 4 that for poor out of the 
almshouse. 

Ou motion of Alderman Crebore. the 
appropriation of $2,000 for California 
street was added to appropriations for 
1892 for same object. 

On motion of Aldeiman Feuno all re- 
ceipts from highway gentral repairs 
were oulered to be added to the appro- 
priations for general repairs. 

On motion of Alderman Sheppard all 
unfinished business was referred to 1892. 

On motion of Alderman Fenno $5,500, 
the proceeds of the sale of a note, for 
special drains, was appropriated, $1,500 
for drains on California street and $4,000 
for Hyde or Lemon brook, between Ver- 
non and Church streets.

Alderman Crebore presented the fol- 
lowing resolutions which were passed 
by a standing vote.

Tho Congregational club bold its 
last mooting for the year 1891 on Mon- 
day evening at the Second Congrega- 
tional church, West Newton. 

Supper was served at six o’clock and 
after the tables bad been cleared, 
President Geo. M. Fiske of Anbnrndale 
called the meeting to order. Prayer was 
offered by Rev. L. Atkinson, mission- 
ary from Japan, and after tho congrega- 
tion had sung a hymn, tho illness of 
several members of Eliot choir prevent- 
ing the latter from participating ns 
anticipated, tho records of tho previous 
meeting wero read by Secretary Kelly 
and approved. Tho balloting on now 
members was then commenced and 
Messrs. Chadwick, Stylos, Dunn and 
Jones wero appointed ns tellers to collect 
the ballots. 

Tho result showed 48 ballots cast', 45 
yeas, and three blanks. The candidates 
elected wore the following: William Bos- 
worth, Second church, West Newton; 
Charles A. Haskell, Eliot church, New- 
ton; Geo. S. Woodman, M. D., Eliot 
church, Newton; Georgo W. Blodgett, 
Congregational church, Anburndale; 
Joseph E. Peckham, Congregational 
church, Newton Highlands; Henry A. 
Pike, Congregational church, Newton 
Highlands. 

Tho name of Benjamin Dorr, a member 
of Eliot church, Newton, was proposod 
for membership by Mr. R. V. C. Emer- 
son. 

Reports from the various committees 
were theu listened to, followed by tho 
announcement by President Fisko of the 
sad news of the death of one of tboir 
members, Augustus Page of Eliot church, 
Newton. 

Senator G. D. Gilman told of the life 
and characteristics of Mr. Page. "He 
came from the same town on the banks of 
the Konnebec as myself, said the 
speaker and wo alteuded the same 
liurch aud the same Sunday school.” 
The deceased came to Boston during tho 
’50’s and at once united with the Old 
South church. Mr. Gilman did not come 
to Boston until during the ’60’s aud ho 
then fouud Mr. Page much interested in 
the welfare of the church where he was 
a member. He united with the Eliot 
church soou after he came to Newton in 
1864 or 1805, and has always been prom- 
inent by his attention to duties. He 
was always present with bis family at 
divine service and often was seen at tho 
Friday evening prayer meetings. Few 
men were more devoted to their families, 
between whom there seemed to exist a 
remarkable bond of love and fellowship. 
Ho was a quiet man with a warm heart 
aud character of genuine worth and in- 
tegrity.” 

A communication was read by the 
secretary from the Connecticut Valley 
Congregational Club in which tho action 
taken by that organization, toward a 
move for legislation in regard to Sunday 
observance, was disclosed, and suggest- 
ing co-operative action by other clubs. 

A communication was received from 
the Chicago Congregational Club con- 
taining a petition prepared by them for 
presentation to the U. S. Senate. A 
committee to cousider the matter con- 
sisting of Messrs. Strong, Hyde and 
Slocum was chosen, and they later re- 

S orted tho following which was adopted 
y the church: 

“To the Honorable Senate of the 
United States — Tho Congregational Club 
of Newton, Massachusetts, rospectfully 
and earnestly petition your honorable 
body to ratify speedily the treaty pre- 
pared by plenipotentiaries at Brussels in 
reference to the suppression of the 
traffic in Blaves and in intoxicating 
liquors in Afiica. We believe that the 
ratification of this agreement affords the 
only present hope of checkiug evils 
which are a source of unspeakable woe 
to Africa.” 

President Fiske announced that it had 
been the custom at the final meetings of 
the year to make it commemorative of 
Forefathers Day. The subject tor the 
evening was “The ancient and modern 
Pilgrim,” and Rev. Alexander S. Twom- 
bly, I). D. of Newton, formerly of 
Charlestown, was introduced as the 
speaker who said : 

.Some people are of tho opinion that 
there was no difference between the 
Pilgrims and Puritan, of former days, 
that they were both of tastes aud pur- 
pose of but little dissimilarity, but in 
reality there was a wide aud distinct 
difference betweeu them. Tho Pilgrims 
were early accorded, the appeplution of 
Brownists from the originator of their 
belief, Robert Brown of Euglaud. He 
believed in Congregationalism, in a creed 
allowing freedom of thought in a wholly 
independent church, aud his followers 
became known as separatists, or 
Brow ists from the leader. 

The Puritan held to the ancient tradi- 
tions of Euglaud. Their religiou was 
the same, and no other religion was 
tolerated by them. They abhorred 
separation and any dissensions occa- 
sioned great animosity among them. 
They had civil and ecclesiastical contests 
which the Pilgrims had not. 

The two bodies in New Euglaud wero 
as unlike as two rival sects and they did 
not assimilate. 

Tho comitig of the Pilgrims from 
Holland by iullueuce of the Dutch gives 
Netherlands the honor of making New 
England. Many peculiarities of the 
manners and characteristics of the 
present settlers are identical with those 
of the Dutch, showing more olearl> our 
descent from Dutch customs and ante- 
cedents and even the Netherlands flag of 
red, white and blue with a little change 
iu the arrangement of the stripes has 
been adopted by us. 

A single feature which distinguished 


tho Pilgiitns that toleration should be 
exercised so long rr no moral or 
written law was encroached upon. 

The modern Pilgrim, the Pilgrim of 
today finds it an easy matter to exercise 
toleration both hoeauso it is easier and 
because it. is the universal custom. Tho 
ancient Pilgrim tolerated antagonistic 
beliefs with strong self repression. 

They wero sturdy and far from pootical 
in nature ami training, hut theirs was 
the nature which inspired poetry. Tho 
Puritans and Quakers have inspirod no 
such writings. 

Tho Pilgrims aro hailed not hoeauso 
they stood upon Plymouth rock, but for 
making that rock tiio true cornerstone of 
our roligions toleration of today.

FIRST SERVICES IN NEWTON’S HANDSOME 
NEW ECCLESIASTICAL EDIFICE. 

Services were held for the first time 
Chris) mas day in tho C’hurch of the 
Sacred Heart, Newton Centre, a hand- 
some ecclesiastical edifice just com- 
pleted. The architecture is a departure 
from the customary designs iu church 
building, and presents American ideas 
rather than au adherence to strictly clas- 
sic orders. 

The materials used in the construction 
are tCUHimon brick and trimmings of 
pink granite. The main entrance is ap- 
proached by a tall flight of granite steps 
leading to an open loggia treated in pure 
Italian renaissance, with mosaic pave- 
ment and tile vaulting. Two towers 88 
feet in height rise ou either side of the 
loggia. 

The interior is treated as a simple Ho- 
man basilica, with broad nave, triumphal 
arch and semi-circular chancel. The 
church is 116 feet long and 70 feet in 
width. It will accommodate 800 persons 
iu the main audicuce room aud 050 iu the 
basement. 

The auditorium was prettily deco- 
rated for the Christmas services. Withiu 
the chancel tall palms wore placed at the 
right uud left of the broad aisle, aud 
bouquets of cut (lowers were arranged 
upon the altar. Festoons of evergreeu 
were used iu the decorations of the side 
walls and gallery. 

The first mass was celebrated at 5 u. 
in., the music being furnished by the 
regular choir. A low mass for children 
was celebrated at 8.30, aud u high mass 
at 10.30 a. u . The choir was assisted 
at the last mass by Suck’s string quintet, 
and solo numbers wero rendered by Mar- 
garet Sullivau, soprano; Nora Sullivan, 
alto; John Dwyer, tenor; M. S. Buckley, 
bass. The musical service was under the 
direction of Mr. J. J. Cantwell, organist. 

Thu sermon was delivered by the rec- 
tor of the church, ltev. D. J Wholoy, 
who congratulated his parishioners up- 
on the building of a now Catholic temple 
of worship, aud who referred to the 
character of Christmas day and its les- 
sons and inspirations to Christian men 
aud women all over the world. 

There was a large attendance at the 10. 
80 mass, every seat being occupied, and 
many being obliged to stand duriug the 
services. Many Catholics wero present 
from Boston and surrounding parishes. 

Vesper services were held iu the eve- 
ning, Kev. Fr. W holey officiating.

THE NEW ENGLAND I.KAGUK VALIANTLY 
CAHHYINO ON ITS UNBRLFI8II WARFARE 
AGAINST INJUSTICE. 


Tho Now England Tariff Reform 
League again npponls to all who aym- 
pnthizo with its aims aim methods for 
memberships and contributions. It is 
carrying on an unselfish warfare against 
class legislation and unjust taxation. It 
owes no party fealty and is open to mem- 
bers of any political organization. 

In 1842, Richard Cobden, as tho repre- 
sentative of the Anti-Corn Law League, 
spoke at Manchester as follows: 

“Wo aro no political body; wo have re- 
fused to bo bought by the Tories; we 
have kept aloof from the Whigs: and wo 
will not join partnership with oitlier 
Radicals or Chartists, but wo hold out 
our hand ready to give it to all who are 
williug to advocate tho total and imme- 
diate repeal of tho corn and provision 
1&WB*” 

In the same spirit wo say to tho Re- 
publicans, Democrats and Independents 
alike, we hold out our hand to all who 
believe that the present system of taxa- 
tion of imports, giving to a favored few 
special privileges at tho expense of the 
many, is wrong and unjust illable. 

Tho moral and educational influences 
which tho league exerts will be noedod 
more than ever in tho months to come. 
Strengthen us with your generous aid 
and hasten to swell tho ranks of mem- 
bership. . -

TIIE VANISHING SURPLUS. 

The interest-bearing debt is likely to 
remain a fixed quautity for some years to 
come. Tho additions to the freo list in 
the McKinloy tariff, the raising of duties 
on woolen goods and otherjarticles to tho 
prohibitory point and tho big appropri- 
ations of tho hut Congress have wiped 
out the possibility of a surplus for some 
time. Tho amount of 4 per cent bonds 
outstanding December 1 was $550,573,050 
and of tho new 2 per cent bonds $25,30-1, 
500. These aro likely to bo substantially 
the figures of tho bouded debitor many 
months in the future. Every penny that 
can bo exacted by taxation will bo 
needed to meet the immediate necessi- 
ties of tho treasury. When tho 4 per 
cent bonds mature in 1907, a large part 
of them will have to bo contiuuod ami 
will continue to bo a charge for interest 
upon the people. The new 2 per cents 
will also remain unpaid for a long time 
to come. The secretary of the treasury 
admits in his annual report that he will 
not have money during the next fiscal 
year to meet tho demands upon the 
sinking fund. Ilis own sanguine figures 
show au estimated surplus of only $14, 
030,250 without making provision for the 
$48,032,000 demanded by the sinking 
fund. Tho estimated surplus at the end 
of tho present vear will not be {available, 
for it will be only $39,000,000 and all ol 
this is needed as a working balance in 
maintaining tho large government ac- 
counts. Tho custom receipts ruthlessly 
forced down bv tho prohibitory duties of 
tho McKfnley tariff, will be only $185, 
000,000 for the presout year and are esti- 
mated at only $10,000,000 more for next 
year. They may increase slightly in the 
years which follow and tho internal reve- 
nues receipts will also increase, but be- 
tween the two there will hardly be more 
than enough increase to meet tho in- 
creased expenditures in running tho de- 
partment. 

The republican officials in the treasury 
department say that tho question of a 
surplus in the future will turn largely on 
the appropriations made by tho now 
Congiess. They seem to ignore the fact 
that three large items of expenditure,— 
tho sugar bounty, the mail subsidy and 
tho bank note redomptiou fund, — have 
been imbedded in permanent laws and 
can only bo repoalod with the consent of 
both houses of Congress and tho presi- 
dent. These three items alone call for 
more than $20,000,000 million a year, and 
the money from which bank note re- 
demptions were formerly niado has been 
covered into tho treasury to fill one of 
the gaps made by tho grasping fingers of 
tho Reed Congress. It is not easy to re- 
duce the ordinary running expenses of 
the departments much below what they 
have boeu. Tho growth of tho country 
is rapid enough to neutralize tho small 
reductions which may be made here and 
there. 

The annual estimates call for $441,000, 
000 exclusive of tho sinking fund, for the 
next fiscal year, and it will bo difficult 
making the appropriations much less. 
These estimates include nothing what- 
ever for new public buildings or for river 
and hurbvr improvements, and some- 
thing will be needed for rivers and har- 
bors if important highways of commerce 
are not to bo neglected. Tho _ interest- 
bearing debt wliiuli kopt steadily drop- 
ping by tons of millions down to tho 
end of tho year 1890, when tho appropri- 
ations of tho Reed Congress and the 
McKinley tariff began to take effect, will 
show no such decline for the next few 
years. Tho reduction of $50,000,000 for 
tho fiscal year 1880, $125,000,000 lor 1887, 
$70,000,000 for 1888, $120,0000,000 for 
1889 and $104,000,000 for 1890 will shrivel 
to a paltry $25,000,000 f«>r tho present 
year, and i tobably toe ...i.gnt all for 
the remaining two yen.. •• of tue present 
administration.

Ail Old Newspaper. 


To tho Editor of the GliAriuc: 

Tho Rev. J. W. Board, of Dover, N. II., 
has sont mo a copy of “The Columbian 
Centinol” published in Boston, Oct. 20, 
1813. 

Tho specially interesting nows itom in 
the paper is tho accouut of tho laying of 
tho corner stone of St. Mary’s church, 
Newton Lower Falls, on tho 12th of that 
month. 

It was n high day for all the pooplo of 
that village for in addition to the reli- 
gious ceremonies conducted by Dr. Gir- 
diner of Trinity church, Boston, and 
others— tho Most Worshipful Grand 
Lodge of Masons participated. They 
were escorted by tho Meridian Lodgo, 
and everything was done iu due order. 

Says the reporter, “Solemn music intro- 
duced the services of the church. Cer- 
tain portious of the Liturgy were 
audibly repeated by tho church and con- 
gregation, the reverend clergy loading 
tho devotions. It, represented a scene 
truly sublime and affecting. Services 
being finished the Grand Lodgo and 
Clergy partook of a frugal repast and 
separated with mutual congratulations 
on the happy occasion. The comnany 
was numerous and respectable, of which 
tho ladies formed a very large and inter- 
esting portion. The company was well 
accommodated, no accidout occurred to 
disturb the sacred pleasure of the day, 
aud eTery countenance expressed tho 
cordial assurance that it was good ti be 
there.” 

It is particularly interesting to have 
before us this picture of old times at 
Lower Falls, in tho history of the vener- 
able parish, inasmuch as tho building 
thus begun has so recently beou most 
tastefully improved and enriched. 

No wonder its people love it, for dur- 
ing all theso intervening years— three 
quarters of a ceutury — many most 
sacred associations have clustered 
around it, and many souls have found it 
the House of God— tho Gate of Heaven. 

Tho same paper contains much that is 
very curious reading today, as for ex- 
ample, the advertisement of certain lot- 
tery schemes, which woro then hold in 
higher repute thau they are with us to- 
day. 

The Washington Mouumnut Lottery 
offers one prize of $40,000 and 11,250 
prizes «f $12 each, ami the pi ice of tick- 
ets is only $10, including the opportu- 
ity to gratify one’s patriotism in keeping 
alive the memory, as says tho advertise- 
ment. “Of our beloved hero, patriot and 
father.” 

The other scheme had no patriotic 
purpose, but was literary and educa- 
tional in its aims, boing intended for tho 
benelit of Columbia College. It tells an 
alluring tale of one lirrn, G. Jfc It. Waite, 
of New York, who drew throe prizes on 
three days in succession. Their luck 
was so uniform that the wonder is, it 
di<j not excite somo suspicion that they 
bad an inside grip on the wheel of for- 
tune. 

Among the advertisements is that of J. 
Kenriok. who offers for sale, and tells of 
“A beautiful grove of poplars, consist- 
ing of two acres, from which selections 
may be made of all sizes, suitable to 
shade and adorn public walks, turn- 
pikes. etc.” 

Where was that beautiful poplar 
grove? 

Perhaps wo do not realize how much 
we owe our beautifully shaded roads to 
Mr. Keurick, who thus publicly called 
attention so early, to the propriety of 
beautifying the highways. 

Iu the death notices occurs tlie follow- 
ing, “Mrs. E. C. She hud a number of 
niiis in her mouth (a custom too preva- 
lent and at all times daugerous) when 
starting at a clap of thunder, she swal- 
lowed ten of them which occasioned her 
death.” 

Tho foreign nows tolls us tfoat on tho 
JBth of August, Napoleon loft Dresden, 
and that ou tho 10th, Lord Wellington 
had advanced his army into tlie French 
territory. Later dates iu October of 
that year, speak of the movements of the 
Spanish forces, which Spain hoped 
would “like tho rani iu Daniel's vision 
push northward and southward and 
eastward, uutil they have fully purged 
tho peninsula from every carcass of its 
invaders.” 

Ou the 8th of October, “Lieut. For- 
rest of the navy, passed through Pitts- 
burgh on his way to Washington, with 
tho Biitish Hugs captured by Com. 
Perry.” 

How quietly all these things are told 
iu obscure paragraphs, but perhaps they 
did not realize in those days, so near tho 
events, how great tho events were. At 
any rate, the head-liue compositor of the 
modern newspaper was uot around, or 
there would have been more display 
type used. 

The olootiou news in the paper, brings 
out tho fact that the war with Groat 
Britain, then iu progress, did not tiud ail 
our pooplo united, for iu Delaware 
the House of Assembly that fall was re- 
ported as containing “Thirtoeu Peace 
aud nine War men.” Tlie reporter waxes 
warm, as ho describes tho result iu Penu- 
slyvaniu. “The whole of the Demo- 
cratic ticket lias prevailed. Still wo say, 
‘Very well for Philadelphia,' whou it is 
considered that besides tlie hordes of 
foreigners, whioli fester iu her limits, 
aud which iu fact make her tho great 
sure which Mr. Jofforsou describes, the 
swarm of contractors, army agents and 
speculators, she has one tin

most universally aro employed with tho 
understanding that they must support 
with their suffrages, the men who sup- 
port the war.” 

Tlie Centinol, be it romombered, was 
for peace, and had not takon kindly to 
froo immigration, Nor was there then 
any Civil .Service Reform Commission. 

Put this old yellow papor, now nearly 
oighty years old, by tho sido of one of 
our great dailies with its dozen pages 
filled with news from all parts of the 
world, its able editorials, and its thou- 
sands of advertisements, and what a con- 
trast you got! 

The world has moved on. and journal- 
istic enterprise has certainly moved with 
it.

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REPUBLICAN COMMITTEE REFORM. 


There is evidently a Tory lively fight 
going on under the surface, regarding 
the organization of the Republican state 
committee for 1892. Glimpses of it ap- 
pear in the rival Republican organs of 
Boston, and the Record, Speaker Barrett’s 
paper, gave a well deserved hit at the 
Boston Journal the other day, as follows: 

It speaks of an “anti-Norris” move- 
ment. How much better to call it a 
Draper movement. In certain quarters, 
wo have had too much “anti” this or 
that. No one can object to push for some 
one, but this everlasting putting forward 
one man as an “anti” to some one else 
begets bad blood. Cheer up you r own 
candidate for any office as much as you 
wish, but do not make it on the basis of 
putting dowu some one else. The effect 
of that kind of politics lias been seen of 
late, and it is time to put an end to it. 
The Republicans of Massachusetts have 
no use for it. They waut a wholesome 
friction in the party, but the men whom 
they will follow are those who are for 
something or somebody, not those whose 
stock in trade consists in simply trying 
to defeat men inside their own organiza- 
tion. 

The last campaign was run at first as 
an anti-Barrett movemeut, with quite 
doleful results, and there is no question 
hat Speaker Barrett is in the right of it, 
as to the folly of “anti” campaigns. 

Tho Boston Journal returns the left* 
handed compliment by insinuating that 
Mr. Barrett wants to be speaker agaiu 
next year, when a United States Senator 
is to bo elected, aud that he is therefore 
one of the strong supporters of Howes 
Norris for the stale committee chairman- 
ship, and with Norris at the head Mr. 
Barrett is sure of having everything that 
he wants. 

This explains the 6troug opposition to 
Mr. Norris, and as Congressman Lodge 
is also looking with longing eyes on the 
Senatorsbip, the real reason for the 
warm fight in the state committeo can 
be easily discovered. It is claimed that 
with Norris as chairmau the moneyed 
men would do nothing, and that with no 
money certain defeat at the polls would 
follow. 

The opposition seems to have consoli- 
dated on Eben S. Draper oi Milford and 
there is a plan to add fifteen more mem- 
bers such as Johu D. Long aud Geo. D. 
Robinson, so that the work of the com- 
mittee would have the prestige of these 
names. 

The result of the fight will he watched 
with considerable interest, hut it seems 
unfair to charge all responsibility for last 
year’s defeat to Messrs. Burdett and 
Ward well. They and the whole commit- 
tee did all that could have been expected 
of them, hut they were haudicapped 
from the start by the great popularity of 
the opposition candidate, and by t e had 
results of the attacks made upon him by 
the chief Republican speaker, Mr. Lodge. 
The intelligent voters of the state re- 
sented his unfair criticisms and showed 
it at the polls. With more persuasive 
speakers victory might have been won, 
f or the majority for the rest of the ticket 
showed that the Republicans are Btill in 
a large majoriiy. Whoever is elected 
chairman of the state committee should 
next year revise the ca mpaigu speeches 
before they are delivered.

In all probability, however, nothing is 
ns yet definitely settled, and tho crop of 
rumors will continue to be large and cx- 
I citing, both to the postmasters of New- 
! ton and to the geuoral public. 


The retirement of such men as Alder- 
men Fenno, Luke and Crehore from the 
board of aldermen means a distinct loss 
to that body, and their successors will 
have a difficult task before them, to fill 
their places satisfactorily. Alderman 
Fenno is not a man of many words or 
who makes a great display, but for 
quiet and effective work ho lias not had 
liis superior in tho City Council. The 
record of the highway committoe tho 
past year is abundant proof of this, for 
never has there beeu so much work done, 
for the amount of money exponded. 
Alderman Luke’s chief work has been 
done iu the finance department, where 
he has displayed signal ability, and 
Alderman Crehore at the head of tho fire 
department has noted solely for the best 
interests of the city, None of the throe 
retiring members have over given a 
thought to the currying of popular favor, 
which is ono great reason why their 
records are so worthy of the highest 
commendation. 


Next Monday at 3 o’clock the new 
City Government will be inaugurated at 
City Ilall, with the usual ceremonies, 
and Mayor Hibbard will deliver his 
second aunuai address on city affairs, 
lie is so thoroughly posted now on all 
city matters that his address will be 
looked for with interest. Last year he 
gave his advice from the standpoint of 
an outsider, who can seo the larger rc- 
formes that are needed. This year 
Mayor Hibbard cau not ouly see tho re- 
forms that are needed, but also all the 
obstacles in the way of carrying them 
out, so that his recommondatious will 
have a practical value. 


There is a great amount of sickness in 
Newton at present, and there seems to 
be no question but that it is due to the 
Grippe. Four of the Staff of the Graph- 
ic have been suffering from the epidem- 
ic the past week, aud it seems to go 
right through a family when it once 
makes its appearance. The grippe it- 
self docs not seem to be daugerous, but 
it may lead to pneumonia and other dis- 
eases, whioh makes it necessary to use 
the utmost care.

DIES VERY SUDDENLY AT HIS HOME IN 
AtTBVRNDALR. 


Mr. Noah W. Farley, ono of Boston’s 
best known dry goods merchants, died 
Monday noon of heart failuro at his resi- 
d once in Auhurndale. 

Mr. Farley had been ailing since the 
fall, hut not to tho extent of causing any 
special alarm, till the end came. Ho was 
last at his placo of business on Thurs- 
day, tho 17 tli inst., since when ho has 
been confined to liis homo with an attack 
of bronchitis, to which supervened an at- 
tack of heart failure, causing his death. 

He was nearly 70 years of ngo, nnd had 
been the senior nartner of the dry goods 
jobbing house of Farley, llarvoy & Co., 
since its formation in 1808. 

Mr. Farley was born in Brookline, N. 
II. , and canio to Boston at tho ago of 21, 
starting n retail dry goods store on Han- 
over street, which ho afterward con- 
tinued, in tho partnership of Farley, 
Bliss A Co., on Bowdoin square, adding 
a wholesale department to tho business. 
In 18(10 this firm dissolved, aud later Mr. 
Farley went into business on Tremont 
row with Mr. John Shepard, now of the 
firm of Shepard, Norwoll A Co. 

Tho firm of Farley, Amsiten A Co., of 
which tliOaprcsent concern is the succes- 
sor, was started in 1808. It was located 
on Summer street, where it occupied one 
or two locations till burned out by tho 
great tiro of 1872. Soon after this fire 
Mr. Farley was again established in bus- 
iness at ono or two different stores on 
Summer nnd Cliauucy streets. 

Tho present firm of Farley, llarvoy A 
Co. was organized in 1874, and has occu- 
pied its presont location, corner of 
Chauncy and Bedford streets, 15 years, 
with the singln exception of being 
burned out in November, 1889. 

Mr. Farley had always been interested 
deeply in the Boston Merchants’ Associ- 
ation, ho.ng a charter motnbor aud al- 
ways a director. Ho has served many 
terms as vice-president and treasurer of 
that association, aud has always been 
one of the mainstays in committee and 
public work. Ho was a delegato of tho 
association to tho convention of the Nat- 
ional Board of Trade which met iu New 
Orleans a year ago. 

IIo was a staunch and prominent mem- 
ber of tlie Park Street Church, Boston, of 
which society he had boon treasurer for 
many years. ; He w.is^also a director of 
the Prudential Fire Association. 

Iu his business dealings Mr. Farley 
was ever tho upright, honest, conserva- 
tive merchant, enjoying tho confidence 
and esteem of hosts of Dusiness friends. 
In liis own store he had been particu- 
larly noted for his kindness of spirit and 
genial disposition. Mon who have been 
with him for more than 20 years say that 
they had rarely seen him ruffled, 

The deceased was married 42 years.ago 
to Miss Parmelia Thayer, the daughter 
of a prominent merchant of New Ip- 
swich, N. II. Mrs. Farley, three sons 
and a daughter survive him. 

In his home life Mr. Farley was tho 
best of husbands and fathers. His home 
was always first iu his thoughts, and tho 
family circle at Auburudale was one of 
tho most delightful spots imaginable. 

Mr. Farley was for the last 15 years 
one of the best known aud most highly 
respected citizens of Newtou, inter- 
ested in all that affected the welfare of 
tho city, aud giving freely liis aid to all 
good projects. He served his ward iu 
the hoard of uldermcn. He was active 
in local politics aud a stanch Republican, 
which party on several occasions sent 
him as a delegato to its conventions. In 
local politics he believed iu men and 
measures, not parties, aud was always 
upon tho side of tho public good. 

liis circle of acquaintances was very 
large, for his sympathies weie wide and 
his heart aud baud open to all calls from 
the needy.

Wilson, Edward P. Wilbur, and Secretary 
Moore, was appointed to send a lloral testi- 
monial, attend the funeral, aud draft ami 
print appropriate resolutions.

I the Almighty to take 
from our midst our late associate ami esteemed 
friend, Noah W. Farley, we derd.o to testify our 
appreciation of his liigti character and standing.

Resolved, that Mr. Farley’s long connection 
with the Boston Merchants’ A -herniation, in 
every position he hu» titled, I runt (Le pr vate 
ranks to the hoard of directors aud vice presi- 
dency, has illustrated a measure of earnest, 
hearty, sincere, unselfish devotion to its iuti-res s 
aud the puh. in welfare, which it wouid bo hard 
to parallel. 

Resolved, that in the death of Mr. Farley the 
dry goods trail • of Huston has lost one of Its 
number who will long he rumembered for his 
L dustry, his court* sy, and his absolute upright- 
ness; the cities of lioston and Newtou, an enter 
prising, reliable, aud public spirited citizen, 
always identified with everything that was useful 
ami good iu the community.

family iu their greater loss, and that a copy of 
tluse ’ resolutions be sent them, and he spread 
niton the records of this association. 


The funeral of Mr. Noah YV. Farley, 
took pi ice YVoduesday afternoon at the 
family residence, corner of YVoodland 
avenue and Central streets, Auhurndale. 

There was a large attendance at the 
services, whioh were conducted by Rev. 
Calvin Cutler, pastor of the Aulnundaie 
Congregational church, assisted by Rev. 
John Mattesou, rector of tho Church of 
tho Messiah, Atibtirndule. The services 
were of the simplest character, consist- 
ing of prayer and readings from the 
scriptures. 

The lloral tributes, in addition to those 
of the family and intimate friends, con- 
sisted of a large arch and closed hook 
from the employes of tiro firm, who at- 
tended the sei vices in a body, preceding 
the funeral cortege as far as the A u hum- 
dale station, and a beautiful design from 
the Boston Merchants’ Association, of 
which the deceased was a director at the 
time of liis death. Thu association was 
represented at the funeral by President 
Lane, Secretary Moore, Mchhis. Edward 
P, Wilbur aud E. B. Wilton* The Now 
ton city government was represented by 
Aldermen Crehore, Collin and Harhach, 
and a delegation wua present from the 
Prudential Fire Association. 

The pallbearers were Messrs. Charles 
C. Burr of Auhurndale, Otlando 11. 
Alford of Bliss, Fahyan A Co. Edward

Only n Spool of Thread* 

“To make a spool of thread,” says a 
manufacturer, “is a complicated process. 
Only the very best Sea Island cotton can 
he used for this purpose. Tho cotton is 
taken in tho raw state and torn all to 
pieces by a machine called r. ‘breaker.’ 

“It then goes through several other 
machines, by which it is carefully combed 
and freed from impurities. \ ma- 
chine called a 'slubber' then takos it up 
and t wists it out into soft, white yarn* 

“This is carefully combed again and it 
is then taken into another department, 
where several small strands of this yarn 
are twisted into ono fino ono. Threo of 
these are then twisted together and you 
then have six-cord thread, which, after 
it is bleached, is ready for the market. 

‘ Another interesting thing is the num- 
bering of tho thread. Every lady knows 
tho size of tho thread that she requires 
doing a certain piece of work, hut 
very fow of them know how it came to 
he so numbered. 

“You see, when cotton thread was 
first made 840 yards of it weighed just 
one pound. This was called No. 1, and 
if a pound contained just twice this 
number of yards it was called No. 2 and 
so on.” — Now York Tribune.

A 
general remedy applicable to reluctances 
duo to either of these causes is to keep 
strenuously in the mind the happiness of 
tho giver in giving. 

Remembering that, you are delighted 
with a trifle from some one you love, be- 
cause it makes you happy to have been 
oven passively instrumental in procuring 
him the Happiness of giving; applying the 
same principle, you can accept ever so 
costly a gift from some one for whom 
you care little without any irksome sense 
of obligation, since of course the giver 
had the best of it any way, and it is a 
great deal kinder and more generous to 
sacrifice one’s personal inclinations and 
accept, than to refuse. Remember per- 
sistently that by receiving with dne grace 
you secure to another person a desirable 
form of happiness. — Scribner’s.

In 
this latitude it takes the form of a por- 
tion of an ellipse whose longest diameter 
is inclined somewhat from the perpen- 
dicular, and may be looked for in that 
part of the sky where the sun is about to 
appear. Its pearly gray light is caused 
by the reflection of the sun’s rays from 
countless swarms of meteors which re- 
volve about him at different distances. 
It has recently been suggested that these 
meteors are the medium by which the 
electrical connection between the sun 
and tho earth is established; in fact, that 
they play the same part in the solar sys- 
tem that the copper wire does in the con- 
veyance of electric energy from the 
dynamo to the electric lamp. — Now York 
Recorder.

THE GRIPPE. 


HOW IT STRIKES THE GOOD PEOPLE OF 
SOMERVILLE. 


It is amusing to bystanders to see how 
suddenly people who have never had tho 
grippe aud who sneer at it as a disease 
of the imagination, and deny that it is 
really an epidemic, change their tone 
when they begin to fool the pesky pains 
in the back aud the back of tho nock 
themselves, says the Somerville Journal. 
When the newspapers say that any 
disease is epidemic there are a good 
many people who are sure to imagine 
that they are alliicted with it, whether 
they loally are or not. Any one who 
has over had a real attack of the grippe, 
however, knows that there is no mistak- 
ing its reality, nnd few grippe patients 
will ever beliove iu tho ellicaoy of the 
mind cure applied to the disease. With- 
out any reference to the imagination, 
the grippe is epidemic now, aud hero in 
Somerville there are a good many hun- 
dred people who do not need to be told 
anything about it— although they would 
undoubtedly like to be told how to re- 
cover from its effects. 

The disease is well-named, too. When 
once it gets its grip upon a patieut, he 
realizes that he is in the dutches of a 
malicious monster, and it does not let 
him go until it gets good aud ready, in 
spite of all that the patient’s will power 
or tho doctor’s skill may do. People 
who pride themselves ou their habit of 
shaking off other diseases And that they 
can’t shake off the grippe. If they try 
it, the grippe demon is apt to take his 
revenge by clutching them anew with a 
firmer hold than before, aud the last 
state of the recalcitrant patieut is a hun- 
dred-fold worse than the first. 

One of the most exasperating peculiari-v 
ties of the disease is its after-effect upon 
its victim. Thu Irishman, quotod iu one 
of the funny papers, expressed it well 
when he said that after he nud the grippe 
it took him three weeks to feel bettor 
after ho was entirely well. Tho disease 
is a persistent one, aud the patient who 
expects to recover when he gets well 
will be disappointed, us the Irishmuu 
was. For a long time after ho ought to 
ho cured he is sure to feol shaky and 
uncertain, and he is lucky if he escapes 
without a permanent reminder of the 
plague which some of those who escaped 
It still say is "a disease of the imagina- 
tion." 

There are a good tnuny recent converts 
to the opposite belief iu Somerville just 
uow. Tho physicians are kept busy all 
day and into tuo oveniug, culling upon 
their patients, and they realize, if any- 


body does, that tho grippe in a reality. 
Fortunately, the disease is taking a com- 
paratively mild form this yoar, and no 
fatalities have been reported in Somer- 
ville yet. Even in its mild form, how 
ever, the disease is a serious one, be- 
cause of its persistency, and those who 
do not believe in it wiil do w* ll to hope 
that they may not he convinced of its 
reality by personal experience.

who came from England in 1630, was the 
second settler in Newton, and the de- 
ceased was a descendant in the seventh 
generation. He lived upon a portion of 
the origiual Hyde estate, which com- 
prises what is now the choicest residence 
portion of the city. Mr. Hyde had a 
arge fund of reminiscences of the early 
history of Newton, and was a charming 
companion for a social hour, and bis 
shiewd and kindly comments on men 
aud events will long be remembered by 
bis friends. Although he was 81 years 
old last April, he was always ready to see 
the humorous side of things, and his 
greetings were always hearty and friend- 
ly. His familiar face and figure will bo 
much missed upon our streets, where he 
made daily visits to the banas. 

Mr. Hyde was married in 1839 to Re- 
becca D. Child, and they had three cbil-

His father left a valuable 
property, being a farmer and nursery- 
man and retaining a large portion of the 
ancestro estate. The two sous, Samuel 
and George, carried on the business very 
successfully for maDy yeais, but the de- 
mand for building lots made the land too 
valuable for the nurserv business and 
large portions of it have been sold and 
built upon, of course at a good profit to 
the owner. The Hyde estate still com- 
prises, however, some of the most 
valuable building sites iD the city. 

The deceased never sought office, but 
his townsmen, knowing his character for 
uprightness and honesty, elected him to 
serve for several years as selectman and 
assessor. He was one of the original 
projectors of what is now the Newton 
National Bank, first organized as a state 
bank, and was a director in the same 
from 1851 to the time of bis death. In 
1858 he was elected president of the New- 
ton Savings Bank, of which he had been 
a trustee for several years previously. 
Under bis administration this bank has 
prospered until it has on deposit at the 
present time about 82.000,900. 

Always careful and conservative, and 
yet without a trace of narrow-minded- 
ness, the public came to have great cou- 
tidence in Mr. Hyde, and he was respect'

mayor HIBBARD AND TIIK NKYV CITY 
FATHERS TAKE THE OATH OF OFFICE. 

The inaugural exorcises were held nt 
City Hall at .1 o’clock, on Monday nf tor- 
noon 

The procession was formed in the 
council chamber and the members pro- 
ceeded to the upper hall preceded by 
Ex- Mayors Hyde, Ellison and Kimball. 
Rev. Dr. Calkins and .Indue Kennedy. A 
small audience, including about a score 
of ladieR, was assembled. 

The exetcises were opened with 
prayer by Kev. Dr. Calkins, a<ter which 
Judge Kennedy administered the oath 
of office to Mayor Hibbard. The mayor 
then administered the oath to the alder- 
men and couucilmon-eleot, after which 
he gave a brief review of city affairs, as 
follows: — 

MAYOR HlUIl AUD ’s ADDRESS. 
Gentlemen of the City Couucil: — 

Wo are assembled to organize and 
cuter upon the duties ussignod us by our 
fellow citizens. 

Proceeding at once to the work, your 
attention is called to the financial con- 
dition of the city. 

CITY DBUT. 

Net Funded City Debt, Jan. 1, 1892. $487,951.23

The net increase ot the City Debt 

during the past year bn* been $177,387.94

The increase in the city debt was for 
the following purposes:— New school- 
house at Wabau, $13,000; for draining 
Maguo meadow, $17,000; for spociaJ 
drains, $20,000; for construction of sew- 
ers in Wards One, Two and Seven, $175, 
000; Water department for new mains, 
completion of the reservoir at Wabau 
Hill, land taken for additional water 
supply, for completion of the filtering 
basin and foundations for uew engine, 
$150,000. 

There has been paid during 'the year 

on account of Funded Debt. $14,350. 

The Sinking Funds, since Jau. 1, 1891. 

have increased $08,757.04 

Uf the bonus issued for the com- 
pletion of the water improvements 
and extensions, there remains in 
the treasury the sum of «37,u00.00 

The last year has been one of unusual 
activity in the various departments. 
Nearly 17 miles of sewors have been con- 
structed, aud iu a few weeks may be 
used for the purpose designed. Plans 
have been made to construct an equal 
number of miles during the ensuing 
year. 

Two very important matters will soon 
claim your attention, viz: 

A revision of the ordinance for assess- 
ing the cost of sewers, and the question 
of abolishing the numerous and danger- 
ous grade crossings iu our city. 

The sum of $(31H.i,S10 was appropriated 
in November, 181)1, for the expenses of 
the various departments for 1892. I 
trust you will liud that amount to be 
sufficient, aud that uo additional sums 
will be asked for. Several of the appro- 
priations for departments have been 
slightly increased over the amounts ap- 
propriated in 1890, and ,in a few in- 
stances a decrease may be noted. Es- 
pecially is this true iu the highway de- 
partment, where the appropriation for 
1892 is $30,500 less than iu 1891. This 
department will also return to the city 
treasury $15,000 of the amount appropri- 
ated for iast year’s expenses. This seems 
worthy of mention iu connection with 
the fact, which, 1 believe, is generally 
conceded, that our streets have never 
been belter cared for than during the 
past year. 

Our schools have the reputation 
among educators of having attained a 
high standard of excellence, and I trust 
that recent changes in the plan of gen- 
eral management will tend to still fur- 
ther increase their usefulness. A Dew- 
drill hall at Newtouville aud a uew 
Hchoolltouse at Wabau have been added 
to the ge teral equipment during 1891. 

The police department remains practi- 
cally the same iu number of officers and 
men as during the pust year, and has, 1 
believe, rendered satisiactory set vice in 
the protection of our citizens and llieir 
property, aud it: enforcing the laws aud 
ordinances of the slate aud citv. 

lit the water department during the 
past year, the high service system has 
been completed, and the punpittg sta- 
tion has been enlarged and uew boilerB 
and a new pump placed therein. 1 be 
lieve that no other city is provided with 
better service or a more bountiful sup- 
ply of pure water. 

1 would recommend that the present 
plan of lighting our streets be continued 
until further legislation takes place re- 
garding cities owuiug aud operating a 
lighting plant. 

The appliances of the (ire department 
have recently been increased by the pur- 
chase of a uew chemical engiue and an 
aerial ladder tiuck for the new engine 
house at Xewtou Highlands. During the 
year just closed the demand for the ser- 
vices of the department lias fortunately 
been vety light. Its usual high standard 
of efficiency has beeu fully maintained. * 
The appropriation for the care of the 
poor and needy people of our city lias 
been wisely and kindly dispensed. 1 
have uo doubt its affairs’ w ill be satisfac- 
torily managed during the (next twelve 
months. 

Our military company, the Clatliu 
Guard, continues to hold its excellent 
reputation from year to year, and our 
citizens may feel justly proud of the or- 
ganization. 

The city engineer’s department has 
been tested at every poiut during the 
past year, and although the demands up- 
on it have been many times increased 
over that of other years, every detail has 
been attended to with promptness aud 
exactness aud with seemingly untiring 
energy. 

Thu officers of the board of health 
have been faithful aud attentive to their 
duties, and have iu many ways oontrib- 
vted lo the general good health of the 
i esideut* of out city. 

* in conclusion, 1 ask that you will dur- 
ing the ensuing year all strive to work 
hat iiijuiously with mu to promote the 
best interests of the city of Xewtou.

THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 


I. AST SESSION OF THE OI.D AND FIRST OK 
THE NKYV. 


The last session of last year’s city gov- 
ernment was held Monday afternoon at 
2 o’clock. 

In the board of Aldermen Mayor 
Hibbard presided and all tho members 
were present. 

H. E. Putney and Chas. E. Moll n 
were appointed Nevrton Street Railway 
special police, without pay. Chas. Reilly 
presented a claim for damages for in- 
juries received by tho caving in of the 
sewer ou Cabot street; referred to tho 
next city government. 

The report of City Treasurer Ken- 
rick for 1891 was presented by Alderman 
Luke. In it was stated that tho city 
treasurer paid out during the year 
$1,525,005.75 and had a balance on hand 
at the close of the year, of $08,953.39. 

G. R. Whitock was grauted a license to 
run a private telephoue wire across 
Warren street. 

T. F. Melody was granted a carriage 
license. 

The committee on finance reported 
that they had oxamined the city 
treasuroi’s hooks and accounts and found 
them all correct. The special export 
accouutaut engaged to make an examina- 
tion made a similar report. 

Farewell addrosses from tho retiring 
members, Messrs. Fenno, Luke and Cre- 
liore were called for and all responded, 
alluding to the pleasant relations that 
have prevailed during tho year between 
the mayor and tho different members, 
the valuo of the suggestions made by the 
mayor, in smoothing away difficulties, 
and returning thanks for the courtesy 
and consideration they had experienced, 
aud bidding a pleasant farewell to thoso 
who were to remain another year. 

Ou recommendation of Chief Bixby, 
Edward A. Jones tvas promoted from 
driver of Hose No. 4 to bo relief driver, 
and Frank C. Rawsou was appointed in 
bis place. 

Mayor Hibbard appointed W. H. Con- 
driu aud Chas. A. Young to be police 
officers, after which tho board adjourned 
sine die. The Common Council trans- 
acted concurrent business and also ad- 
journed after passing the following, pro- 
posed by Mr. Roffo: 

Resolved that tve exteud our thauks 
to the President, Geo. A. Mead, for his 
uniform courtesy and fairness to all the 
members, aud extend to him on his 
voluntary retirement from tho City Coun- 
cil, our best wishes for his future pros- 
perity. 

AFTER THE INAUGURAL 
both branches assembled in their respec- 
tive chambers. The Common Council 
elected Albert U. RolTe President aud 
John C. Brimblecom Clerk aud trans- 
acted the usual routine business of the 
beginning of the year. 

In the board of aldermeu W. F. Har- 
bacb received six votes for president of 
the board to one for Lewis E. Coffin and 
was declared elected. 

The seats were awarded to representa- 
tives from the different wards in the 
same order as last year. The joint rules 
and orders of last year were adopted, 
and also the rules aud orders of the board 
of aldermen. 

All papers before the board were re- 
ferred to the committet s to bo appointed. 

$309 was appropriated to pay tbe in- 
terest on certaiu permanent loans. 

Tbe various subjects in tbe Mayor’s 
address were referred to a committee to 
be appointed. 

The rules and regulations for the police 
force were adopted. 

The same hours as last year for the 
offices at City Hall were adopted for tbe 
coming year. 

Au order Yvas passed for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to nominate over- 
seers of the poor for the coraiug year, 
$5,150 was appropriated to pay a school 
house note due Jan. 5th. 

An order was passed for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to nominate one 
assessor for three years and one assist- 
ant assessor from each ward for the 
pres tit year. 

The city treasurer was ordered to 
honor the drafts of the superintendent 
of streets for $3000, for discharged 
1 1 borers; also the superintendent of 
water works for $3,000; also the city 
engineer for sewer laborers, for $5,000. 

Orders were passed for the ringing of 
bells and display of Hags ou Feb. 22; for 
the piiuting of 300 copies of the Mayor’s 
address for tbe use of the City Council; 
referring all bills charged to miscellane- 
ous to the finance committee; appointing 
the Mayor and two others a committee to 
examine notes and securities of the 
Kenrick fund, and consider what disposi- 
tion shall he made of the iucomc. 

Ou motion of Alderman Ilarbach $250 
was appropriated for the reading room 
in Ward <(, when the citizens have raised 
an equal amount. 

On motion of Alderman Wilson $500 
was appropriated for the West Xewtou 
Atlien.cum, when a like amount has 
been raised from citizens. 

The city tieasurer was authorized to 
boirow not to exceed $500,000, in antici- 
pation of the taxes for tho coining year, 
ou the approval of the finance committee, 
and to give notes for the same, to be paid 
out of this year’s taxes. 

The city treasurer was also authorized 
to sell lifty-one thousand dollar bonds, 
dated Oct. 1, 1891, to he paid, April 1, 
1911; at 4 percent interest, for the New- 
ton sewer loan. 

Annie N. Atkins petitioned for sewer 
on Clarendon street aud Norwood 
avenue. 

A joiut convention was then held aud 
Benjamin F. Otis war elected auditor for 
tho 17th term; John A. Kenrick treas- 
urer for the 14th term, aud Isaac F. 
Kingsbury, city clerk, for the tenth 
term.

The Prize Bonnet. 

On a pleasant, sunshiny afternoon iu 
early December, 1891, I entered the mid- 
dle car of a train nearly ready to leave 
the Eastern railroad depot iu Boston, for 
a (lying visit to a few patients in a New 
Hampshire city. The car was nearly 
filled and I chose a seat beside a young 
lady, whoso line, intelligent face and 
bright, sparkling eyes gave assurance of 
a pleasant companion. 

Soon after leaving Bostou the western- 
ing sun poured a tiood of sunshine iuto 
the car and the young lady reached up 
to lower the window-screen. This gave 
mu au opportunity to address her aud 
arrange the screens us she wished. For 
the first twenty miles she was busied 
with a paper, referring to something 
written by some one aud claimed by or 
credited to somebody else, aud in a clear, 
cheery voice she said, ”1 wonder if it 
makes uny difference to the general 
public who wrote it.” 

This led to an animated conversation 
on writers und writings, and as 1 had been 
a frequent contributor to the press for 
many years, 1 could readily uiuiei stand 
how unsigned articles YVeru often quoted 
and other than the writers given credit 
us being the author. 

Shu told mu in a quiet, modest way, of 
somo of her writings, and as a pleased 
expression beamed ou her face, she re- 
lated her attempt, under very disadvant- 
ageous ciruumst iiices, to compete fora 
prize. 

1 will give her little story, ns uuaily as 
1 can, in hoi own words: “A New York 
journal, Jlill’s Milliner’s Gazette, offered 
three prizes for the three best stories or 
rutlrer uss.iys ou the millinery busiuoss, 
the articles to he sent iu within u given 
time, aud to be voted ou by the readers 
of the Gazette. The three prizes were 


to ho throe bonnetn, a French bonnet 
that cost, tYvonty-tive dollars to import, a 
wolve and a ten dollar one. 

1 rend the offer, (I am a milliner), but 
really had no idoa of wi iting for it. 
However, one night when my children 
were sick and I ant up watching by their 
bedside, tho idea camo to me to writo 
something, and if it Roomed worthy to 
send it. So. taking my poncil and paper 
1 commenced to writo and watch uiv 
habicH at the same time. Soon I became 
very much interested in my subject and 
wrote on through the hours, past mid- 
night, tili tho dawn. Of couiro I was 
frequently interrupted by my children 
requiring m.v care, but the thread of tny 
story remained unbroken till tho article 
was completed. 

In tho morning, tirod, Weary and 
Rloopy, I read it through. Somehow it 
seemed fiat and uninteresting to ine, and 
disappointed, dishnarted and almost dis- 
gusted. I threw the manuscript into tho 
w asto basket, not thinking it. worth sond- 
ine or oven rereading. 

It, with other rubbish, was taken down 
cellar and emptied into the coal bin. and 
I thought that was tho last of my at- 
tempt. to win a prize. But somehow 1 
couldn't get the idoa entirely out of my 
mind, and a day or two after, I went 
down cellar to soo whether my article 
had been burned up or not. Tho more I 
thought of it the more anxious I was to 
road it again and see if there was not 
somo sense in it. 1 felt I had boon very 
foolish in so hastily condemning aud 
throYving it away. 

In pulling over tho rubbish I found it 
entire, aud taking it with mo upstairs, I 
sat down to see how it Yvouid sound 
wten I read it, feeling refreshed and free 
from care and anxiety. As I road, it 
seemed an entirely different thiug and I 
at oiico decided to soud it to tho Gazetto, 
hoping 1 might got one of the smaller 
prizes. 

So I copied tho manuscript, signed 
‘‘Petrel” dropped it inlo tho postoffico, 
aud with uo little anxiety nwaitod the 
result. 

Almost to my surprise and certainly to 
my great pleasure, I found my article 
and two others priuted entire in tho 
Gazotte, as competitors for the prizes, 
aud the readers Yvere requested to care- 
fully peruse them aud then write the 
editor their opiuions of tho relative 
merits of the three, theroby casting their 
votes according to thoir preference, tho 
one receiving the highest number of 
votes to receive tho first premium, tho 
second and third the other piizes. 

To my surprise and delight the readers 
voted mo tho first prize, tho twenty-five 
dollar bonnet. I am wearing it now.” 

A pleased smile wreathed her face ns 
she concluded. 1 glanced up at the 
pretty, tasty, stylish bonnet, and really 
it was bat tnonious and very becoming, 
but my glance lingered longest on tlio 
charming, pleased face beneath it, now 
wreathed in blush and dimpled smile, 

A few minutes after, at Portsmouth, I 
bade her ‘‘Good Bye” mid left tho train, 
perhaps ucver to see her again. Bui 
there often comes to me the picture of 
that young mother sitting tho long, 
weary night through, carefully tending 
her loved ones aud penciling what they 
will ever be proud to call “Our Mother’s 
Prize.” Athos.

MAYOR RAIinmOFNRW HAVKN TALKS 
ABOUT THE TARIFF ON IRON. 

Mr. John B. Sargmit, beside being the 
mayor of Now Haven, Ct., is also a mon- 
bor of a hardware munufactuiing con- 
corn. Ho has been talking about politics 
with a New Haven News reporter, and is 
reported as follows: "The tarifT hns no 
effect on tho iron industry,” he said, "so 
far ns relates to an increaso in the price 
paid for Inbor. To illustrate: Thore is 
a tariff of 75 cents a ton on iron ore. 
This tariff was intended for tho purpose 
of boing placed on top of tho salary of 
the iron minor, so that it might not only 
bo ns large ns that paid the English 
miner, but 75 cents on a ton more. Now, 
how does it operate? Tho miner gets 
33 1-8 cents per ton for his work, and tho 
entire tariff of 75 cents per ton goes to 
tho mino owners, and tho miner isn’t 
benefited a cent. 

"It takos three tons of iron oro to 
produce one ton of pig iron. That ton 
of pig iron when produced is worth to 
tho owner $0.72. Out of that $0.72 he 
pays $2.25 to the furnace men and 
miners, and it loaves him the product at 
$4,47 a ton at the iron furnnee. There is 
no country in tho world where tho pro- 
duction oHron and coal is as great or ns 
oaBy as hero, but, so far as the tariff 
goes, it doesn’t help matters. 

"Take door butts: we go into the Aus- 
tralian market, and wo offer to sell our 
product, that has cost us 8 1-2 cents to 
manufacture, at 4 cents, and we are at 
onco confronted with English competi- 
tion, and their price is 8 1 2 cents, just 
what it cost us to manufacture. In an- 
other market we can competo with them 
on this tirade of goods on all sizes up to 
six inches, but when wo pass that limit 
they can ut dorsell us. 

"This talk of the protectionist, that 
tho tariff is a benefit to American in- 
dustries so far as it relates to tho iron 
and steel business, is the sheerest non- 
sense. It is true that pig iron is now 
very low in price, but that is duo largely 
to the development of tho southern iron 
industry. Tho tariff is of no benefit to 
the southern manufacturers, whose main 
market is in the North. Protection 
sounds well, but it’s a fallacy, neverthe- 
less. 

Tariff Reform Almanac. 

The New England Tariff Reform 
League has issued an almanac for the 
year 1892 which, beside containing the 
ordinary calendar intelligence as to 
movements of the sun, the moon, and 
tho tide, postal regulations, etc., con- 
tains a large amount of valuable and 
carefully prepared statistical informa- 
tion, both political and economic, and, 
in addition, a number of short essays on 
various industrial subjects. Thus our 
merchant marine is treated by Hamilton 
A. Hill, tin plates by Henry W. Lamb, 
silver coinage by Prof. F. W. Taussig, 
free wool by Frank P. Bennett, editor of 
tho Wool Reporter; agriculture and poli 
tics by Prof. N. S. Shaler, iron indus- 
tries in Massachusetts by Horace P.

E. 11. Forbush. As these essays are 
short, condensod statements they can- 
not fail to be read by thousands of 
poople who are apt to bo frightened 
away from a lengthy dissertation upon a 
financial or economic problem.

Rod Rain. 

Some years ago, says All the Year 
Round, thore fell a shower of red rain at 
Bristol, England, which, on examination, 
was found to derive its color from the 
seeds of ivy berries which fell with it. 
Pollen showers, vulgarly called yellow 
or sulphur rains, are comparatively com- 
mon, Some are the pollen of the Scotch 
fir; and one extraordinary fall of this 
kind of rain, which took placo during 
the night, was phosphorescent and great- 
ly alarmed the beholders. One after- 
noon, we are told by Dr. Thompson in 
his "introduction to Meteoiology,” tho 
wooded part of Morayshire appoared to 
smoko, and for a time, fears were enter- 
tained that the fir plantations were on 
fire. A smart breeze suddenly got up 
from the north, aud above the woods 
there appeared to rise about fifty col- 
umns of something resembling smoko, 
which wreathed about like waterspouts. 

The atmosphere now calm d. and the 
mystory was solved, for what seemed 
smoke was in reality tho pollen of the 
woods. In 1815, a lake in the south of 
Franco suddenly became a patchwork of 
rod, violet, and grass green, which, on 
examination by Kiapruth, was found to 
have been caused by myriads of various- 
colored animalcules.

Profits of the Louisiana Lottery. 

The income aud outgo of the lottery 
per aunum are as follows:— 

Face value of tickets, twelve drawing*,^, 000.000 
Total of prizes, twelve drawings, 1-1,707,200 

Remainder, representing gross protits, $13,232,800 
It is doubtless true that all tickois issued 
are not sold; but this does not alfect the 
dishonesty of the general rate. So, the 
unsold tickets are placed iu the wheel, 
with the sold, and tho company is the 
beneficiary of the winnings upon them. 

Tho meaning of this is, that the com- 
pany would sell tickois to tho value of 
$28,000,000 and collect the same; gener- 
ously refund to a comparatively small 
number of winners less than $15,000,000, 
ami appropriate to themselves more than 
$18,000,000. In other words, this com- 
pany takes a trillo less than forty-seven 
per ceut. for themselves, a trillo more 
tliiiu fifty-three per cent, for the limited 
band of wiuners. This is as near to au 
appropriation of one-half as these men 
dare to venture, The daily drawings, 
the scheme which fleeces the miserably 
poor, are cast iu a ( still more dishonest 
mould. And it is to individuals who 
have been exploiting the public at such a 
rate that the proposed constitutional 
mnoudnieut proposes to leave all discre- 
tion and control over the regulation of 
the plans of drawing and the manner of 
conducting business.— Judge Frank Mo- 
Gloiu, iu the January Forum.

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THE INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 


Mayor Hibbard’s inaugural address 
has one striking excellence which ought 
to he commetded to all constructors of 
annual messages,— that of brevity. 

The average citizen does not like to 
wade through columns of figures, and 
of extracts from city reports to get at the 
facts, and it is a well known fact that it 
is easier to write a lengthy report than a 
brief one. 

The information about city affairs is 
concise and comprehensive, and the rec- 
ommendations, especially the warning 
against exceeding the appropriations, is 
a wise one and should bo heeded. 

The construction of seventeen miles of 
sewers, the past year, has made the year 
a notable one, and an equally notable 
fact is that the highway appropriation 
has not only not been exceeded, but f 15, 
000 of it has beeu returned to the city 
treasury, and at the same time the 
streets have never been so well cared 
for. At the beginning of Mayor Hib- 
bard’s administration the highway ap- 
propriations were threatening to swamp 
the city treasury and lax methods had 
been so firmly established that it 
seemed impossible to overcome them. 
But Mayor Hibbard, Alderman Fenuo, 
the chairman of the highway committee, 
and Mr. Ro6S, the new superintendent of 
streets, went to work, and the impossible 
was accomplished. The highway affairs 
were brought down to a business foot- 
ing, and ample return was made for the 
money expended aud the streets were in 
better condition than over before. So 
great a reform was made that this year a 
much less appropriation was called for. 

The great amount of work done in the 
water department, the past year, is al- 
luded to and meution made of all the 
different departments. 

The two great problems of the comiDg 
year are called to the minds of the City 
Council, viz:— the much needed revision 
of the ordinance for assessing the cost of 
sewers, aud the question of abolishing 
the numerous aud dangerous grade 
crossings in the city limits. 

Of the first there seems to be only one 
opinion a6 to the necessity of a revision, 
but there are many opinious as to what 
system should he adopted, and there will 
probably be loug and interesting discus- 
sions before definite action is taken. 

The grade crossing matter seems really 
to have at last assumed a definite shape, 
and miraculous as it may appear, there is 
really a prospect of something being 
done. There will he many skeptics, of 
course, hut we can assute them that this 
statement is made on good authority. 


The Ladies’ Newton Hospital Aid as- 
sociation will hold its annual meeting at 
the Congregational church, Auburndale, 
on Wednesday, Jan. 18, at 3 p. m. This 
in a matter that appeals especially to 
the ladies of Newton, and it is hoped 
there will he a laige attendance of those 
wishing to join.

The membership is limited to forty, 
with a waiting list from which vacancies 
that arise can be readily and satisfacto- 
rily filled. The first season, twouty-ono 
years ago, Mr. H.C. Hayden was presi- 
dent, and there wore thirty members, 
only sevon of whom were married. Of 
the present forty members only four are 
unmarried, while some of the early 
members still belonging are grandpa- 
rents, and mauy beads are bald, or uoarly 
so.

Some More Newton History. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

1 sent you some extracts awhile ago 
from the old Columbian Continel giving 
an account of the laying of the cornor 
stone of St. Mary’s church at Lower 
Falls. I have just received from Bishop 
Porry somo cuttings from the Christiau 
Witness of 1850 containing an account of 
the early history of Grace church, New- 
ton, which may be of interest now that 
35 years have passed. The first cutting 
is a report of the meotiug of the Eastern 
District Association in Newton, aud 
prefacing this report is a brief record of 
what God had wrought in this young 
parish. The writer of the account tells 
of the ministrations of the Rev. Mr. 
Fales and of the Rov. Mr. Greene, and 
then proceeds to describe the place 
where the services were hold thus: A 
largo and well arranged hall of which 
they have now tho exclusive control. 
Thu chancel arrangements are neat and 
tasteful, and the whole appearance of 
tho hall churchly and impressive.” This 
was tho old Union Hall afterwards 
destroyed by fire. It occupied the site 
of the present Cole’s block opposite the 
bank. 

He speaks of attentive aud increasing 
congregations and of a flourishing Sun- 
day school, aud of “the services winning 
their way into the affections of even 
thofre who at their first introduction 
were disposed to dislike aud to mis- 
represent them.” 

The meeting of the Eastern Associa- 
tion was held May 5th, Otli and 7th, 185(1, 
with two and three services daily, “tho 
exercises being preceded by a social 
devotional meeting of the laity.” 

Among the speakers at the session 
wore Bishop Eastburn, Dr. A. II. Vinton, 
Dr. Packard and Dr. Stone, all of whom 
have passed away. 

The next cutting is from a late issue 
of the same paper, dated Juuu 1th, 1858. 
In this there is an accuuut of the laying 
of the corner stone of the old chapel on 
Washington street near Ilovoy, since 
removed to Watertown. The stone was 
laid on tho afternoon of Friday, May 
28th. The day was fair, and the occa- 
sion highly interesting. Tho procession 
that made its way to tho situ contained 
twenty clergymen, many friends had 
come from surrounding districts. 
Among the clergy wero Bishop Eastburn, 
Drs. Vinton, 8 ’.ono, Randall and Mason, 
Messrs. Banry, Allen, Burroughs, Burril, 
Knight (afterwards a Bishop) and Leeds, 
all very active men then, hut their 
labors on earth have ended. 

Of tho clergy present that day very 
few are yet living except Bishop Perry 
and the Rev. Mr. Fales. 

The persons who officiated wero tho 
Rev. Mr. Grecuc, tho rector, the Bishop 
ami Mr. Fales. 

No one could have foreseen then the 
marvellous changes which were to come 
both to Newton and to the youug parish 
that rejoiced so heartily over its new 
building. 

It was the day of small things aud 
Newton was a small idaco. Newton has 
grown to be a city of 3<KKXj people, aud 
Grace church has become the mother of 
several parishes all of them far more 
vigorous today than she was thirty-throe 
years ago. Geo. W. Shinn.

In the Penobscot the water is so 
low that the current is not powerful 
enough to keep back the tide, and the 
witter accordingly is so salt that, should 
winter set in suddenly, the ice would be 
entirely unfit for consumption.— Boston 
Transcript. 

Trains Delayed by An in mu Leaves. 

Engineers on the railroads in several 
parts of the state have experienced much 
difficulty in running their trains on time 
during the past week owing to the large 
downfall of leaves upon the traces. The 
Housatouic road lias suffered most 
through the loug stretches of woodluud 
which the road passes. It has been im- 
possible for the section bunds on the dif- 
ferent divisions to keep the tracks free 
from them. The result is that when the 
wheels of the locomotive pass over them 
the sap from the leaves makes the rails 
slippery und the obstruction is as bad us 
hail, snow or ice.

which stuck above the water; here the 
strap which was around the box was re- 
moved and before they could tell what had 
happened tiie cover was tuken off, but no 
dead cat appeared, it was only* as they 
thought a box of tools which had been 
thrown in from a passing hand-car, but a 
further examination showed a quantity of 
jewelry which was in a pocket whicii laid 
oeeu torn from a coat. The jewelry made 
a great sight a* it was turned out of tiie 
bug pocket nnd a few things iu it may be 
of real value, though it was mostly plated 
ware. Tiie tools which first greeted their 
eyes were mostly stolen property, but there 
were some burglars tools. After this 
alarming find tiie boys proceeded to tiie

George R. Ellis, the historian, was a 
brother of the deceased and another 
brother was the late Dr. Rufus 
Ellis of Boston. He leaves a widow. 
The funeral took place from the house 
at 2 o’clock Wednesday. Rev.E. J.Young of 
Wulthnui officiated, assisted bv Rev. A. P. 
Bowser of Newton Centre- There was no 
singing. The interment was at Needham.

The report of the directors gavo au en- 
couraging account of the labors of the 
society and its value as an aid in the hos- 
pital work. In connection with the re- 
port, it was stated by Miss Peters, the 
matron of the hospital, that 2S0 patients 
had been treated during the past year, 
against 199 for 1890. There had been 19 
deaths only, five of which had, however, 
the slightest chance of recovery when 
admitted for treatment. The earnings 
of the nurses outside of hospital work 
during the year had been over $ 1000 , and 
they had answered TO calls. 

Mrs. E. W. Redpatb made a brief re- 
port for tiie committee in charge of the 
Christmas observances at the hospital. A 
gift had been given to ev**ry patient, and 
the wards had been rendered attractive 
by beautiful contributions of flowers. 
Reference was made to the Christmas 
gift of Miss R fSina Yokes, the talented 
actress— a check for $25. It had been 
used in framing eight beautiful and val- 
uable etchings presented to the hospital 
by J. B. Gallick. a New York publisher. 

Miss Peters wa<* requested to give her 
idea concerning the features of a suit- 
able building for the nurses. She said 
that a building providing a long open 
corridor with rooms opening on it from 
either side, would be most desirable.The 
nurses, at present, she stated, were very 
much crowded aud needed better ac- 
commodations. 

Rev. Dr. Sbiun made a few remarks 
concerning hospital work, at the request 
of the president, and gave some very in- 
teresting statistics.

f — The Unitarian Mtnday school took 
final notion last Sunday in voting to be- 
come a life member of the Massachusetts 
Prison Reform Society, a subject which 
has been under consideration for some 
time. Mr. Frank Clement gave an address 
to the aeliolais making plain to all the 
purpose of the society and stating some of 
the victories already achieved in the con- 
duct of the penal institutions in tills stnte. 
At Concord Reformatory, young prisoners, 
accidental criminals and othcts, are sur- 
rounded with proper inducements to re- 
form instead of being prison birds without 
hope as of old. Mr. Clement’s address and 
subsequent action occupied most of the 
session, but ns a practical Sunday school 
lesson, the day’s work will long be held in 
mind by the whole school. 

—To give the citizens of Newtofl Centre 
and Ward Six an idea of the work done the 
pnst year by the police officers stationed in 
this ward a Graphic representative ob- 
tained the following data : The totnl num- 
ber of arrests from dan. 1. 16R1 to dan. 1, 
1892 is 07, against a total for the preceding 
vear of 09 arrosts. Those include arrests 
ior a large variety of crimes, assaults, 
larcenies, liquor nuisance, violation liquor 
law, illegal transportation of liquor, as- 
sault with intent to kill, disturbance, 
tramps, violation city ordinance, drunken- 
ness, eto. Taking the more important of 
these individually it is found that there 
was one assault with intent to kill, eleven 
assaults and assault and battery, six 
larcenies, four illegal liquor selling and 
fifty-three drunks. The total amount in 
fines received is nearly $- r »r>0 and the total 
amount of time or seutence imposed 
amounts to two years, two months and 
twenty days. This shows the work of the 
three regular officers of the ward, one day 
and two nights, also that of the night 
patrolman at Chestnut Hill for the past 
year. The total number of arrests is about 
the same as for the past two or three years 
although this year an additional officer has 
been on duty at Chestnut Ilill. Three hard 
liquor places have been closed up, one of 
wliich was kept by William Collier close to 
the Newton boundary line, had been a very 
difficult place to find evidence sufficient to 
secure a conviction. There have been 
comparatively few breaks the past year, 
but there have been six arrests, making only 
one less than in 1890, and the lion theives 
whose depredations have been so annoying 
have several of them had to appear before 
Judge Kennedy. From the above our 
citizens can judge of the efficiency of the 
local officers.

Tli o Sprrml of Influcnca. 

The outbreak of influenza is spreading 
fast, with its customary concomitant of 
a highly increased mortality from res- 
piratory affections. In the metropolis, 
for one week, thirteen deaths wero at- 
tributed primarily to influenza, the total 
death rate being 10.9 i>or 1,000, or slight- 
ly less than the preceding week. It may 
l>e noted that the death rate at Plymouth 
for the week ending Nov. 28 was 38.8, 
or precisely double what it was threo 
weeks previously. There has also been 
a rise in the death rates of Newcastle- 
on-Tyne and Sunderland. Influenza con- 
tinues to be very prevalent in Scotland; 
it has appeared in a severe form at 
Sandy, one of the isles of Orkney. In 
Glasgow it is said that it 1ms never been 
so widespread and severe as at tho pres- 
ent time, and almost tho same is true of 
Edinburgh. In both places the resources 
of the profession hnvo been severely 
taxed. 

Abroad the accounts are of like im- 
port. At Berlin it has been prevailing 
during tho past month. It has been 
very severe at Hamburg and Dusseldorf, 
and is also spreading rapidly in tho Sile- 
sian provinces and Schleswig-Holstein. 
It has appeared again in Paris, where 
Professor Brouardel has statqd that it 
was responsible for 100 deaths during 
one week. The Australian mails bring 
accounts of the deaths of several promi- 
nent Melbourne citizens from influenza, 
and our New Zealand correspondent 
also sjieaks of its prevalence.— London 
Lancet.

—The articles in the Boston Herald hist 
week in support of their information puli 
lisiied u month or more ugo regarding the 
extension of tin* currier system of mail 
delivery have occasioned much talk iu this 
village, and the question of the efficiency of 
the mall delivery by carriers iu this place 
irom a central office at Newton Highlands 
is doubtfully received by many. A number 
fuvor tin- idea of having the mail delivered 
at their door, hut the lurge factories and 
mills, who have n ccntly been demanding 
more mails hardly fuvor the present pro- 
ject which Wiiii d necessarily decrease the 
number of m ills to say nothing of tho dis- 
tance they would have to go to send money 
orders or registered iimlt-i. The posloffice 
here has nearly .7(0 customer..* raiding in 
Needham and Wellesley just across the 
boundary who depend upon it for mail 
facilities, aud the discontinuance of the 
postolUcc would create much dissatisfaction 
among them. No official action has been 
taken iu the matter aud it seems improbable 
that the po.->totfice department will think of 
making a change this side of the city for 
some years yet, although many seem to 
have derived thut idea from the Herald. 


Death in a Rig City. 

The shadows of metropolitan life could 
scarcely have a more ghastly illustra- 
tion than in the case of the corpse of the 
old man at a Greenwich street window 
staring into the windows of the elevated 
cars for two days, the butt of the train- 
men’s Christmas time humor. A little 
wliile before was the killing aud man- 
gling of another man on the elevated al- 
most immediately opposite a window 
where sat his wife aud child looking in- 
nocently out and wondering who it was 
.being carried away under the protecting 
blanket. 

We are wont to look upon the extraor- 
dinary’ situations created by’ the novelist 
and playwright with satiricad severity, 
but the pen of Sue, Dumrta, Dickens and 
of a host of imitators never conjured up 
from imaginations vivid with research 
and practical observation a more pa- 
thetically* impressive picture than is pre- 
sented in the dead man at the Greeuwlch 
street window. Yet such things are so 
common in New York that they are 
swallow’ed up in the great maelstrom of 
metropolitan events— forgotten in a day. 
—New* York Herald. 

Dividend** In riiiludelpliiu. 

The January payments of interest 
and dividends in this city are the 
heaviest of the y’ear. Upon Jan. 1 in- 
terest matures ou a largo portion of the 
national debt, and the government pays 
the quarterly interest on the 4 per 
cents., about $5,596,000, and also $1,938,- 
705 semiannual interest on the Pacific 
railroad bonds known as the “currency 
sixes." The semiannual interest on tho 
debt of the city’, duo Jan. 1, is now 
being paid. The city interest due is 
$1,516,075, of which $089,772 goes into 
tho city sinking fund. The principal of 
the eity’ debt upon wliich interest is dis- 
bursed is $52,417,300. It is estimated 
that all the money paid in Philadelphia 
for January interest and dividends ex- 
ceeds $10,000,000.— Philadelphia Ledger. 

A Turtle's Fung l-'ust. 

In June last a tree on the farm of 
Mortimer Hamilton, in Jackson county, 
lad., was blown down and pressed into 
the earth a large snapping turtle. .Some 
days ago tho limb which imprisoned the 
turtle was removed, and tho animal 
crawled off, apparently unhurt.

Hot Water Foot Warmer*. 

A commission sent by the directors of 
the French raihvuys to England and 
Germany to report upon the means 
adopted in those countries for warming 
railway carriages during the winter 
finds that France has nothing to learn 
from her neighbors in this respect, hot 
water foot warmers similar to thoso in 
use on French railways being employed 
almost everywhere. On the Northern 
of France railway, however, an import- 
ant experiment is about to bo tried on a 
large scale. 

All carriages, even on short distance 
trains, are to be warmed, and the warmth 
is to be produced by means of boxes of 
acetate of soda. The chemical is put in 
a solid state into the boxes, and these 
are then plunged into hot water abont 
100 degs. Tho effect is that the soda be- 
comes liquid. On being taken out of 
the water the boxes are wiped dry and 
are put into the carriages. By degrees 
the eoda solidifies, and as long as the 
operation lasts— that is, for about five 
or six hours— it gradually gives off the 
heat it lias absorbed in the melting pro- 
cess.— London News. 


A Mighty Hunter’* Triumph. 

“There w r as one incident in the woods 
this season," said a North w’oods guide,

summers in the vicinity of Lake George, 
and w’ho, by the way, enjoys a military 
title, came into the woods with great 
pomp when deer was in season, and re- 
quested that a deer be captured for him.

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a duty of $10 a ton. This is in somo sort 
an official utterance and rIiowr that the 
Kconomist agrees with those tariff re- 
formers who think that the duty in such 
a case should not bo $17 or oven more a 
ton. It is very easy to get up a beautiful 
theory, but when a manufacturer has the 
chance to tlx tho rato of duty himself, it 
is very difficult to stop short of making 
it absolutely prohibitive, and thus wo 
have such a pieco of legislation as tho 
McKinley bill, some of whose supporters 
like Senator Hawley, wanted the tariff 
wall mado high enough to keep all 
foreign goods out. Judging from its 
sermons, tho Economist seems to be 
going back to the days of Garfield and 
Arthur and advocating principles to 
which tho great majority can subscribe. 


The Chilean war talk has its ups and 
downs, and all sorts of stories are sent 
out from Washington by flre-oating cor- 
respondents, mo?t of the wild rumors 
being taken back the next day. The 
war project is favored by tho naval offi- 
cers and somo extremo partisans who 
think there is glory for their party in a 
country of sixty millions fighting a little 
nation like Chili, but the groat majority 
of the people look with no favor on the 
war talk. Chili was once the warmest 
friend the United States had on this con- 
tinent, aud it is probable that she would 
have remained so . had our diplomatic 
representatives been chosen for their 
fitness for the position, instead of for 
their partisan service. 

Tho great change In Chilean soutimont 
has not taken place without a cause, 
aud a great country like the United 
States can afford to exhibit at least as 
much forbearauce as a big dog would to 
a little one. All considerations of civili- 
zation, to say nothing of Christyrnity,are 
against the barbarism of war, and there 
would be no glory to be gained iu a war 
with Chile impoverished by a long and 
disastrous civil strife. It would be like 
Pugilist Sullivan attacking a small boy, 
and those who are eager for war, put 
themselves on the same plane as would 
be occupied by Sullivan in such a case. 

The United States claims to be both a 
civilized and a Christian nation, aud it 
should give some evidence of it in its 
dealings with other powers. 


Judging from the perfect avalanche of 
bills let loose iu Congress, that body in- 
tends to remain in session the whole 
year. The bills are of all kindB, erood, 
bad and indifferent, and some of them 
will doubtless furnish an excuse for a 
good deal of eloquence, and are intro- 
duced for the purpose of making material 
for use in this year's presidential cam- 
paign. It will be a political Congress 
and the good of the country will only be 
an incidental consideration. 

Ohio has done itself credit by the re- 
election of Senator Sherman, and the 
defeat of the blatant Foraker. But the 
condition of things must be pretty bad 
when such an out and out demagogue as 
Foraker can get thirty-seven votes iu a 
Republican caucus against such a states- 
man as Sherman. But that Foraker 
was defeated at all is a subject for con- 
gratulation among Republicans all over 
the country, aud it is to be hopod that it 
is an evidence of returning sanity among 
Ohio Republicans. A party is judged by 
its leaders. 


President Cleveland sometimes ut- 
ter sentiments that leaders of both parties 
would do well to heed, as for instance 
iu his Jackson day address when he 
said : 

We have preached the doctrine that 
honesty and sincerity should be exacted 
from political parties. Let us not fall 
under the condemnation which waits on 
shifty schemes and insincere profess- 
ions. 

I believe our countrymen are prepared 
to act on principle, and are in no mood 
for political manoiuevi iog. They will not 
waste time iu studyiug conundrums, 
guessing riddles or tryiug to interpret 
doubtful phrases. They demand a 
plain and simple statement of political 
purpose. 

This fully expresses the contempt 
which all honest men have for tricksters 
of every sort, such as Hill of New York, 
and others who might be named, who 
seem to think that success can be gain- 
ed by more or less corrupt bargains and 
indirect methods of doubtful honesty in- 
stead of the manly and courageous 
course. Smartness may command the 
applause of the thoughless but honesty 
will triumph iu the end. 


Senator Gilman is made chairman of 
the Senate committee on mercantile af- 
fairs; Mr. Chester is house chairman of 
the committee on insurance aud Mr. 
Howard house chairman of the commit- 
tee ou banks aud baukiug. Mr. Gilman 
also has a place ou federal relations, Mr.

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Every one who reads the papers can 
not help feeling that Massachusetts is a 
fortunate state. Ou one side we havo 
Connecticut with a governor who was 
never elected, and antiquatod regulations 
hat prevent the desires of tho majority 
from being carried out wbonever there is 
a third party in the field. On another 
side New York state, with its Hillism 
and Plattism ruling both parties, and thr 
bosses caring nothing for deeenoy or 
common honesty in politics. On another 
boundary we have New Hampshire with 
its Senator Chandler and its railroad 
corporations. In Ohio a Republican 
Tammany has been revealed in its lar- 
gest city, which even to Republicans is 
worse than any Hill or Gorman rings 
although this is to be doubted. On the 
contrary, here in Massachusetts our pot- 
tics are in the main clean and respect* 
able. We have no ovetshadowiug bosses, 
and the little ones are so numerous that 
they neutralize each other. Our candi- 
dates are always respectable at least, aud 
no widespread corruption taints our 
elections. The man whom the people 
want takes the office of governor without 
any quo warrauto proceedings, and our 
present chiel executive seems to be the 
equal of any in the land for ability and 
respectability. The few evils that 
we have are only of sufficient gravity to 
keep us becomingly modest, when we 
compare ourselves with our less fortu- 
nate and less reputable neighbors. The 
state is scornfully said to bo “the breed- 
ing place of Mugwumps,” by the outside 
political bosses, but if this is tho reason 
for Buch a respectable condition of 
things, then the independent voter is a 
highly desirable possession. 


The pernicious activity of federal of- 
fice-holders in politics appears to be very 
troublesome in some states. 

In Pen wily vania, Secretary Foster has 
had to suspend several office-holders be- 
cause they had made “offensive use of 
these positions in antagonism to the in- 
terest of the administration.” A corre- 
spondent of a Republican paper gives this 
pathetic incident of the affair. 

In alluding to this matter, the Presi- 
dent remarked to a member of his cabi- 
net that he had complied iu almost every 
instance with the wishes of Senator 
Quay and others, aud that iu return for 
consideration, he has found that these 
persons have been aid are using their 
positions to briug the Administration in- 
to disfavor with the people for their own 
political ends. It has been determined 
that every man must show his colors, and 
those who assume to remain neutral will 
now have to take the consequence. 

Direct instructions have Been passed 
along the cabinet liuo iu regard to the 
policy in the future concerning appoint- 
ments in Penuslyvania, which means that 
the recommendations ot Senator Quay or 
Cameron hereafter will havo no weight. 
This policy will not be confined strictly 
to Penuslyvania, but will be applied to 
New York, Ohio aud other states where 
the employees of the Government are en- 
gaged iu antagonizing its political in- 
terests. 

From this it will be seeu that civil ser- 
vice reform has made some progress. To 
objecting to have federal officers take 
part iu politics because they are working 
for the other fellow, to objecting to their 
t thing any active part in politics, is only 
a step, aud it would be made mote easy 
to take iu this case as Quay has beateu 
the administration at every point and 
has gobbled up most of the delegates. 
Mr. Quay’s delegates ate all for Blaine, 
w hich makes it still more em harassing. 


The Brookline Republican club held 
the first of its winter receptions, 
ibis week, with Baldwin’s cadet baud to 
i unlit h music, aud supper was served to 
about two hundred and fifty. 

Importance was lent to the occasion 
by the presence of President Draper of 
the state committee ami Hon. John 
Simpkins of Cape Cod. 

Both gentlemen made speeches, Mr. 
Draper advisiug all to stand by the pa^ty 
nominees this fall and Mr. Simpkins iu

Interesting Mr*. Hope Dead. 

Mrs. Hope, of Luffness, who died re- 
cently in her eighty-first year, was a 
link with the long distant past, for she 
was a granddaughter of tho Lord Doug- 
las who obtained world wridcr fame ns 
the winner of the Dougins case, which 
was perhaps the most extraordinary and 
romantic litigation on record. Lord 
Douglas, tho successful claimant, had 
one daughter, w’ho was the heiress of his 
vast possessions, and she married tho 
younger brother of the fourth Duke of 
Buccleuch, who was created Lord Mon- 
tagu of Boughton, and who is now only 
remembered through his friendship with 
Sir Walter Scott. Lord and Lady Mon- 
tagu had three daughters, of whom the 
eldest married the late Lord Home, and 
she inherited the Douglas estates. 

Mrs. Hope, who was the youngest 
daughter, married Mr. George Hope, of 
Luffness, some time Tory member for 
Windsor, and brother of the f among 
James Hope Scott. Mrs. Hope died at 
Bothwell Castle, Lanarkshire, which had 
been her principal residence for many 
years past, and she was buried in the Luff- 
ness vault at Aberlady, East Lothian, the 
funeral being attended by the Duke of 
Buccleuch and Lord Home and by nu- 
merous members of their respective fam- 
ilies. — London Truth. 


Abandoned Furms In Massachusetts. 

Within the borders of the old Bay 
State are more than 900 abandoned 
farms. A list of many of these for- 
saken homesteads is accessible at the 
headquarters of the state board of agri- 
culture, and any one who wishes a 
country life and country air can have 
his longing gratified for a very small 
outlay in cash.

WEST NEWTON LYCEUM. 


INIDBIBT I’ltOF. IlltAGDON AND I»K- 

U ATE ON NEWSPAPER PUBLICATIONS. 

The meetings of the West Newton 
Lyceum Association have been revived 
this winter and tlie first was hold in tlie 
City Hall, Wednesday eveuing, attract- 
ing a fair-sized audience. The custo- 
mary musical interlude preceded the lit- 
erary exercises, pleasing selections on that 
tuneful instrument, the auto-harp. 

The lecture was delivered by Prof, 
Charles C. Bragdon of Lasell Seminary 
ou “Bits of Travel iu India.” Tlie 
speaker commenced by saying that tliore 
iiad been loss progress in religion, civili- 
zation aud education in 100 years of Eng- 
lish rule iu India than iu Japan iu 25 
years without liolp from auy outside 
nation. Iu Iudia, he added. Christians 
were hated because of tlie injuries 
wrought the country through Christian 
England. The country barely raises 
sufficient barley for the support of its 
people, yet oue-balf million of men are 
witndrawu from the natural puisuitof 
land cultivation aud forced by England 
to engage iu the culture of opium. 

Spoakiug of the couutry, the lecturer 
described Southern India as au unusual 
route for travellers and spoke of the 
absence of botel aud railroad facilities. 
The temples, however, he said, fully re- 
warded the traveller any incouveuioucc. 
One temple bad dependents comprising 
the population of seveu cities aud auotber 
was seveu miles is eiroumfereuce. The 
leetuier spoke of the distinct Hindoo 
character of the architecture iu Southern 
ludia iu coutradictiou to that of the 
uortheru couutry. He alluded to the 
maguilioeut coast sceuery near ludia 
aud displayed at the close of his lecture 
uumerous Indian curiosities. 

The debate was unou the topic “Re- 
solved, That the publication iu detail by 
the press of the incidents of crime uud 
wrong doing is iujurious to the morals 
of the oommuuity.” 

Mr. George A. Walton of the state 
board of education was the principal 
speaker iu the affirmative, lie said 
amoug other things that human nature 
was so constituted that it was affected 
by the iufiuence of others aud that the 
iullueuce of newspapers was so much 
like that of persouulity that seusatioual 


1 news could not have other than a rle- 
; moralizing influence. Abhorent offence* 
I glow less repugnant with repetition and 
Min imagination dwells on sensation- 
! al crimes and become morbidly influ- 
enced. 

Mr. S. Warren Davla in the negative 
said that Mr. Walton had drawn a vory 
dismal picture, giving, he thought, only 
half the truth. The disclosures of e.rimn 
by the press, lie added, were advantag- 
eous for public morality. 

Ode hundred years ago. public and pri- 
vate morality was on a low plane and had 
since been elovnted in this countiy and 
Europe, in part through the influence of 
the press. As a public teacher and edu- 
cator, the press has largely usurped the 
place of the pulpit aud lecture platform. 
In conclusion, the speaker said, that the 
press, although giving accounts of re- 
pulsive crimes, hold up the warning 
Anger and painted out the punishment 
generally sure to follow wrong doing. 
As long ss crime is given publicity, it 
will, ho added, ho a check to many for It 
cannot endure the light. 

Other speakers in the affirmative were 
Messrs. J. T. Allen, Marcus Morton and 
8. 1*. Darling. Tho negative side was 
sustained, besides Mr. Davis, by Messrs. 
B. A. Ward and B. F. Houghton.

Winter* Growing Milder. 

“The winters t a America have changed 
Wonderfully since I was a lx>y.’’ said Ed- 
ward O’Neill, the Insurance man. ‘ and 
while Pittsburgers complain with great- 
er cause of the changeable, now warm, 
now cold weather they get in the win- 
ter months, they are not alone in the en- 
joyment of the discomforts of a t reacher- 
ous, shifty climate. When 1 was a l>oy 
and lived on tho banks of tho Hudson, in 
New York state, the river used to freeze 
solid by Thanksgiving, and from then 
till late in March we had all the sleigh- 
ing wo wanted; the snow accumulated 
till nothing on wheels was to lie thought 
of as a vehicle for months together. I 
remember going to school in weather 
that was simply arctic,, with the ther- 
mometer at 20 degs. below zero. 

“They have no such long periods of 
very cold weather there now: there are 
cold snaps, and they still have some 
sleighing and skating, but tho kind of 
winter 1 remember as the normal ono of 
my school days the Hudson river val- 
ley knows no more. Pittsburgers en- 
joyed such winters twenty years og 
too. The theory that the destruction of 
forests and the clearing and cultivating 
of the land has had this effect upon tho 
climato may explain tho mild, uncer- 
tain winters in some sections, but it will 
hardly hold good in regard to the Hud- 
son valley, which is still dominated by 
the forest clad side9 of the Catskills.”— 
Pittsburg Dispatch. 


The Latent Cut in Ueitnls. 

The pointed beard, which has for so 
long a time held popular favor, is no 
longer tho thing of fashion that it was. 
“Tho pointed beard,” says M. Henri 
Poujol. an authority, “has certain ad- 
vantages over all others, and that is the 
reason why it has so long been popular. 
It is a style of beard that was invented 
by King Henry III, of France. It re- 
quires less trimming and care than any 
other, and therefore in this busy coun- 
try it has been widely adopted. But it 
must go. 

The new beard resembles the one now 
about to be discarded in some respects. 
It is like a pointed beard with the point 
cut off. It is very tlxin aud closely cut 
on the cheeks. It is u peculiar fact that 
the adoption of this style after discard- 
ing the other is but a repetition of his- 
tory. After Henry III had made the 
pointed beard so fashionable the Due de 
Guise introduced the present beard. 
The Due de Guise, as you will remem- 
ber. was the instigator of tho Huguenot 
massacre on St. Bartholomew’s Day. He 
lived in tho Sixteenth century and was 
assassinated in his forty-third year. — 
National Barber. 


Fibrelia. 

It is reported that the proposed use of 
fibrelia. as it is termed — made from com- 
mon flax straw— as a substitute for cot- 
ton, is receiving serious consideration. 
By the process of production the mate- 
rial referred to is reduced to a short 
staple, very closely resembling eotton or 
wool, and, it is claimed, well adapted for 
use with either in the manufacture of 
goods by the machinery now in use, and 
when so used is said to add materially 
to the value of the product. 

It is the opinion of experts who have 
investigated the matter that woolen 
and cotton manufacturers are among 
those to be especially advantaged by the 
article, it being adapted readily to their 
use. The fibrous manufacturers are con- 
fined to two processes, differing entirely 
in that one uses short staples, or cotton 
and wool, while the other utilizes long 
staples, like flax, hemp, silk and jute. 
Fibrelia, in a word, is flax converted 
from a long staple to a short one, adapted 
for use ou the present cotton and wool 
machinery.— Providence Journal. 


Tho PrnfMMi of Volnpitk. 

It is a very interesting fact that the 
world language. Volapuk, is not only 
coming to bo spoken conversationally by 
its enthusiastic votaries, but is to lie 
made A medium of interlingual commu- 
nication at the World’s Columbian fair. 
A complete record of progress made in 
spreading Volapuk since that delightful 
national convention of its votaries was 
held in Boston, considerably more than 
a year ago, would astonish all but the 
fow who keep closest watch on the move- 
ment. A significant circumstance is 
that recently tho Young People’s Society 
vf Christian Endeavor of the People’s 
church, Boston, formally adopted Vola- 
ptik as a study for that organization, 
and a class of forty members (expected 
to double shortly) was formed, to meet 
each Monday evening in the church’s 
rending room for instruction. 

Other noteworthy instances are ns fol- 
lows: The people of Newton, quite at 
their own request, are to have a lecturo 
on Volapuk under the auspices of a 
ladies' association there. Salem and 
Gloucester are to have lectures in Janu- 
ary, and tho interost all over the coun- 
try is similarly manifested. Newspaper 
lessons, published simultaneously all 
over the maritime provinces, Canada 
and tho United States, have lieen given 
weekly since Oct. 10. Tho students 
write out the exercises of the lessons and 
send them to convenient points, ns desig- 
nated, for annotation, and immenso 
numbers of young and old of both sexes 
are following the lessons.— Boston Ad- 
vertiser. 

Area of the Canadian Ilomlnlon. 

In the last issue of the Statisti- 
cal Year Book of Canada, com- 
piled by Mr. Sydney C. D. Roper 
of the statistics branch of the de- 
partment of agriculture, wo find that 
the total area of the dominion is com- 
puted to be 3,450,3851 square miles. In 
this estimate 140.730 square miles are 
assigned to water and 3,315,647 to land 
surface. Tho table which yields this 
total is said to be an entirely new one, 
having been specially prepared at the 
request of the compiler of the Year 
Book by the Topographical Survey 
branch of the department of tho in- 
terior. 

“The measures have all,” we are told, 
“been made anew and checked, and 
may be depended on, in so far as war- 
ranted by the present geographical 
knowledge of the country. No change 
will be made in these figures unless 
j based upon new information.” As this 
I is a question on which there has been a 
! good deal of discussion and much differ- 
i ence of opinion, it is satisfactory to 
j receive this assurance from what we 
may regard as the highest official and 
professional authority.— Montreal Ga- 
zette.

The importance of providing private 
appliances for the extinction of fires in 
mansions is gradually becoming recog- 
nized by country gentlemen, for although 
tho nearest town may be equipped with 
powerful engines, the time occupied in 
sending for these and in their returning 
is usually so considerable as to render 
their aid almost useless. Lord Brassey 
has recently been anxious for the safety 
of his house at Battle, near Hastings, 
and after seeking advice from an ex- 
perienced engineer he has hud a reser- 
voir constructed under his lawn holding 
over 00,000 gallons of water, whence a 
powerful steam fire engine will draw 
water and throw it in enormous vol- 
umes over the mansion. A private fire 
brigade is also in course of formation, 
composed of tho gardeners and other 
workmen on the estate. — London Tit- 
Bits. 

White Poplars u» Lightning Hods. 

M. Oovaroff, a Moscow scientist, has 
discovered that when lightning strikes 
in a forest the white poplar (populus 
alba) is the first to attract it. He came 
to the conclusion that this tree can be 
used as a natural lightning rod, und he 
submitted a memorial to the minister of 
the interior advocating that the planting 
of a white poplar before every house in 
a village be made obligatory ujion the 
peasants to prevent fire by lightning. — 
New York Sun.

Util Imt Inn of Niagara. 

It is quite likely that the first largo 
contract tho company which is to sup- 
ply power from Niagara Falls will take 
for tho delivery of power at a distance 
from its central station will bo to light 
the city of Buffalo. ThiH will require 
8,000 horse power. The present valne of 
a horse power generated from steam in 
Buffalo is $515 per annum. The com- 
pany is now willing to contract to fur- 
nish on its grounds at Niagara Falls 
horse jKiwer per annum of twenty-four 
hour dnys at thoso rates: For 5,000 
horse power. $10 per horse power; for 
4,500, $10.50: for 4,000, $11; and so on 
down to 300 horse ]>ower, for which there 
will lie charged $21 per horse power per 
annum. 

If thero bo not a very great loss of 
power in tho transmission to Buffalo, it 
seems very likely that the company will 
linvo no difficulty in underbidding any 
concern now using steam as tlio motive 
power for the electric lights, as the loss 
bv transmission is considerably less than 
20 per ceut. About the use of water (lower 
of the great fallen Buffalo within a year 
or so there can lie no doubt. When it 
shall be brought to New York is another 
matter, but about that thero are not so 
many elements of improbability as to 
excite men to scoff, for power has al- 
ready been transmitted electrically a 
great distance, and that, too. with rea- 
sonable economy.— Harper’s Wookly.

A chronicler of the days of the good 
Haroun-al-Raschid, seated ou a minaret 
of his paradise, with a list of New York 
real estate quotations spread out before 
him, would bo seized with an impulse 
to write tho story of our prosperity in 
jeweled characters on cloth of gold. 
And if he should describe Manhattan as 
an island overlaid with precious metals 
aud incrusted with diamonds, there 
would be little fault to find with the 
metaphor beyond its audacity. In a 
down town district, but a short time 
ago. land sold for $20,000 per frontago 
foot, the entire lot, 20 by 100 feet, bring- 
ing $400,000. Up town, in a choice neigh- 
borhood, about the same time, $50,000 
was the price paid for a frontage of 
20 feet by 100 feet in depth. Thus have 
tho inexorable demands of traffic and 
tho needs of huddling thousands for 
sleeping room und shelter transmuted 
the soil beneath the New Yorker’s feet 
into auriferous strata whose value stated 
iu figures becomes almost too dazzling 
for belief.

As To The Free Pass. 

The free pass question had a hearing, 
Wednesday morning at the State IIonAe 
and Senator Gilman waa one of the 
principal speakers against the abuse 
He thought the very fact that the Gov 
ernor had seen fit to call attention once 
and again to the subject indicated that 
there was a feeling of the need of snch 
legislation in tiie community. The sub- 
ject has been discussed not only in thie 
state but in nther states. 

Many clippioga show that the pass is a 
matter that should be done away with. 
Sometimes the pass is a convenience, 
sometimes a just compensation. But let 
us know just what it is. You know how a 
member of the legislature sosne years 
ago applied for, received and used 150 
passes He could not be called an im- 
partial legislator. 

I would not impute to any one any un- 
worthy motive in this matter. The 
frieuds of the good name of this common 
wealth should week to avoid this evil. 

The sentiments of the Boston Herald, 
the Springfield Republican and other 
leading papers are against free passes. 
No railroad carries for nothing. For 
every free pass somebody must iu some 
way pay. Fiee passes are a piece of in- 
• justice to many people. 

Mr. Gilman quoted from the acts of 
i 1889 of Connecticut to show that a mem- 
ber of the ’Legislature could appeal to 
the comptroller for a pass over the most 
convenient route from big home. 

(Quoting from the laws of Kentucky, 
adopted at a eonvent.on in 1891, the 
senator showed what action had been 
taken against the system of free passes. 
Mr. Gilman thought the state of North 
Carolina bad also passed legislation un- 
favorable to free passes. The tenor of 
the press of the state of Massachusetts 
is against tie system of giviog free 
passes. Why should I ride for nothing, 
and my neighbor by my side, who is 
earning bis daily bread, have to pay for 
being carried? 

In answer to the questions of Repre- 
sentative Kihlaff Senator Gilman said he 
knew of many railroad officials who 
would gladly give up the custom. He 
did not know of any reason why the 
officials did not appear at these hear- 
ings. 

Mr. Gilman did not know where free 
passes had influenced legislation, al- 
though be believed, usually, there would 
seem to be a reciprocal arrangement. It 
was bis opinion that if deadheads were 
done away with a decrease might como 
in cost of transportation. Possibly the 
“zone system” introduced last year 
might prove the panacea for this evil. 
A study of the subject shows that there 
is a constitutional objection to giving 
continuous passes tor members. It 
provides for one passage, "and no 
more.” 

If interstate passes are wrong in prin- 
ciple, then I should think pisses instates 
wrong. 

I Mr. Rivera of Milton of the House, said 
! he had always opposed the giving of 
I these passes to legislators. In principle 
J it is wrong to put members in an awk- 
ward position by having them iadebted 
I to the railroads, and then have to con- 
sider questions involving the inteiests of 
the railroads. Corporations don’t intend 
to influence legislation. 

No one else eared to address the com- 
mittee, aud the hearing was declared 
1 closed.

THE COTTAGE HOSPITAL. 

ANNUAL MRRTINO OI' I II K CORPORATION 

HRt.D ON MONDAY. OKNRROUR CONTRI- 
BUTIONS 1*1. AOR TIIK INSTITUTION OUT 

OP DR1IT. 

Thu nnnunl meeting of the Newton 
Cottage Hospital Corporation was hold 
. in Eliot Chnpoi, on Mominy afternoon, 
the President, Mr. J. H. Loeson in tlio 
chair. Ilia annual addicts was as fol- 
lows: 

HKI’ORT OF TIIK PRESIDENT. 

As guardians of tho interests of tho 
Nowton Cottage Hospital wo Knot, today 
under happy auspices. Clouds of doubt 
and of honest difference of view in re- 
gard to some details of management 
which hung over the opening months of 
the year have disappeared; the burden of 
doht which perplexed and hampered us 
ovon to a recent period has been lifted. 
Wo can all enter upon the work of the 
year before us witn the hope .which 
lightens labor and gives to the purposes 
of life that clement of enthusiasm most 
essential to tho acceptable performance 
of snob duties as hospital routine im- 
poses. 

Tho experiment of placing the medical 
sorvico on a plane of practical co-opera 
tion as a part of the active governing 
body of the hospital is an experiment no 
longer; that it is an assured success is 
tho spontaneous testimony of all, matron, 
nurses, laymen aud doctors alike. Those 
members of the executive committee 
who have met in council tiie lour medi- 
cal members of that committee can 
assure their coadjutors on the board of 
trustees that the change which comes 
into force from this date, whereby the 
four medical gentlemen become members 
of tiie board, will increase the cllioiency 
of tho board, and will add to the pleas- 
ure and satisfaction of its meetings. 

Now that we are freo'from debt we can 
consider further plans for extending tho 
usefulness of the hospital as opportunity 
shall offer. One of tho pressing needs 
of today is the enlargement of tho ac- 
commodations for pupil nurses. That 
brand) of our work by a judicious ex- 
tension, will contribute to the mainten- 
ance of the institution and at tiie same 
time, through the prompt supply of 
competent nurses in cases of urgency 
and sickness, afford constant aid and 
comfort in Newton homos. 

So great is the demand for our nurses 
that it. has been a not uncommon* experi- 
ence to have within a wouk three times 
as many as tho supply of nurses for out- 
side work could meet. Under tiie per- 
sonal supervision of tho medical mem- 
bers of tho executive committee the 
training school for nurses during the 
past year has been thoroughly reorgan- 
ized; aud it is now in belter condition 
than at any time since the beginning. 
May it be given tho means to spread its 
beneficent work over our uutire commu- 
nity! 

The Ladies’ Aid Association has con- 
tinued its useful mission during tho year 
past as no oilier agency could; the good 
effects of its hclpiul influence cannot lx* 
overestimated, and for the best interests 
of the hospital it is to be devoutly hopod 
that the membership may be so enlarged 
as "to increase tiie sphere of its opera- 
tions widely duriug tiie coming year. 

Our endowment fund should ho in- 
creased; it is now only sixteen thousand 
dollars. The Cottage Hospital of Quincy 
which was started within two years, has 
already an endowment fund of nearly 
forty thousand dollars. .Such an institu- 
tion as this should have an assured 
source of support, and it does not seem 
too much to set as tiie mark to aim for, a 
fund of one hundred thousand dollars. 

The more we see of tho working of 
this hospital the more wo are impressed 
by tho unselfish spirit and devotion to 
humane effort, which lift the medical 
profession to tho higher levels of thought 
and life; our gratitude to our doctors in 
iu proportion to this added appreciation 
of their cheerful self-sacrifice in the 
daily work of this institution. 

One bright presence lias been with- 
drawn from our ranks since we last met. 
While tho gap maybe tilled to the eye, 
nothing can supply the needed balm to 
aching sympathies, or respond to our 
quest for aid with the satisfying fulness 
of our friend who lent us her gracious, 
presence at our last, antiunl assembling. 

We turn to the duties of the new year 
with renewid earnestness and unanimity, 
with tho single purpose to make tiie 
New tou Cottage ilospitul a model insii- 
tution, to tiie end that its useful work 
shall coutinuo with enlarged scope and 
completeness as tho years pass away. 

Tho trustees presented a very full re- 
report of the work for the year, as fol- 
lows :

♦ ho Hospital, and enable it to incieaso its 
efficiency very considerably. 

Looking back over the past six vosr* it 
seems well nigh Incredible that ati insti- 
tution begun ns this was should have 
succeeded as it has. 

Very little was known of small Hos- 
pitals in this country when tho scheme 
began to bo considered here. The Eng- 
lish Cottage Hospital plan was, in many 
of its features, iinsultcd to our purposes^ 
and oould not he wholly transplanted. 
Although somo part* of the English 
plan were tho best we know anything 
about then, wo soon outgrew the scope 
and purpose ol what, are known as Cot- 
tage Hospitals so that our coi porale title 
suggests much less today than what this 
Nowton institution really stands for. 

in tho extent of tts buildings, tho 
number of patients treated, the amount 
ot money expended, tho high character 
of the service rendered by tho medical 
ami surgical attendants, and in the work 
of its matron ami trained nurses, it has 
long since ceased to lie a Hospital 
alter the English cottage plan, and has 
become an institution only smaller in 
size and resoutces limn the regular 
hospitals in great ciiies. It is like many 
of the best ol* these only it is not so 
large, or so largely endowed. 

H the growth of tho institution from 
a condition ot smallness and feebleness, 
to one ol breadth aud strength be grati- 
fying, it is equally a matter of pleasure 
to note how it has won its way into the 
good will of tho people of Hus commu- 
nity. 

When its plan was broached there were 
some who entered into (lie project with 
considerable enthusiasm. Thole were 
others who regarded it ns a well meant 
hut doubtful experiment, and there were 
some who did not hesitate to oppose it 
as a needless drain upon the benevolence 
of our citizens. 

The enthusiasm of its advocates has 
never tailed them, hut has grown great- 
er as (lie institution lias swept on far 
beyond their mostsanguiuo expectations. 
The indifference of others has been over- 
come so that it numbers ninny today 
who, having become convinced ol 'its 
great useful ness, are now more than will- 
ing to help it. 

The Hospital has grown steadily into 
the good will of tno people of Newton, 
ami they feel an honest pride in it as one 
ot the things adding to Luo fair fame ol 
our city. 

It is worthy of grateful reci rd that the 
principles at the basis of the organiza- 
tion, some ol which were almost unique, 
have been Wonted out with good results 
and have indicated their excellence. 
For example, this was designed to boa 
Hospital without a losidont phvsiciuu, 
and dependent upon thu gratuitou, ser- 
vices of the practitiouers of the city, 
except iu a tew spocial cases. It was to 
he open for any persons who needed its 
care without regard to their religious be- 
liefs. It was to adow the practice ol 
medicine oy tl e two leading schools u,jou 
equal terms, and it was to rely largely 
upon the goed will and free gifts ol the 
community for its financial support. 
These luidduuntal points winch have 
become so familiar io us and which have 
been so laigoly adopted elsewhere since 
the establishment of this Hospital were 
at one tune deemed by some of doubtlul 
expedn ncy. 

The y eats’ experience have proven that 
there are women skilled m^nursiug and 
administration who are poitictly com- 
petent to take the place usually tilled by 
resident phyHciaus (solar as aiteuiun to 
details are concerned) under the guidance 
ol iho medical stall, some of whom make 
daily visits. * 

It has been proven that the two leading 
schools of iiieuictuo may work sidu bv 
side witnoui conflict or prejudice, uuo 
that all shades ot lelign us beliefs may 
unite iu relieving tho sulieriugs ol those 
lor whom disease and accident make 
special elfoits necessary 

The good will ol* tho community has 
been sufficiently tested to make “the 
trustees ooulideut that the institution 
shah never be permitted to lack a gen 
cious support, licgiumug with a tew 
thousand dollars which were secured 
considerable difficulty, very ie

| It is hoped that tho tide of goncroiiH 
gntR towards the endowment funds of 
this Hospital will flow fieely and that 
our present small beginnings of invested 
funds mny be largely Increased. 

Willi a general endowment fund of 
$100,000 and with 12 or more free beds 
yielding regularly their income of *300 
oneli, the Hospital would not only be put 
upon a more permanent basis, but would 
tie enabled to increase its present effi- 
ciency. 

The attention of persons of means 
veiy earnestly asked to this mode of 
making good use of somo portion .if the 
possessions with which they are entrust- 
ed ns stewards. Some have already had 
the pleasure of seeing their benefactions 
yielding fruit year by year. Their 
ample is worthy of imitation. 

Hut wdiilo thus calling upon 
woilthy to give portions ot their abun- 
dance to tho flospitnl,tho trustees do not 
overlook the importance ol the steady 
streams of beneficence (lowing from per 
sons of moderate means and even of the 
poor towards our work. 

I lie liberality of our citizens is shown 
particularly during the p«st year in tho 
aggregate of subscriptions made to re- 
lieve the pressing needs and to cancel 
tho building debt. When tlm condition 
of tho institution was made known there 
were hundreds in all parts of the citv 
who responded to the appeals, and the 
result is that we begin a new year with 
all bills paid and with a pioperty entirely 
free from all incumbrances. 

The financial exhibit lor the ye r, as 
shown iu tho treasurer’s report, will per- 
haps surprise many when the results of 
special efforts are shown. 

It is proper iu this connection to ac- 
knowledge t lie wisdom and generosity ot 
the city government in the const ruction 
of the contagious wards. When their 
necessity and importance were explained 
to the authorities the it? was a ready re- 
spouse, so that the people of Newton are 
now abundantly supplied with facilities 
for the care of those whose illness tni«ht 
otherwise become dangerous. 

It is becoming better understood iu tho 
community that tho greatest kindness to 
persons affiictod with certain diseases is 
their isolation, and their being placed 
under special treatment, while at tho 
same time their removal to our con- 
tagious wards lessens the danger of the 
spiead of disoaso to others. Tho pre- 
vention of sickness is as much a part of 
1 ho mission of a Hospital as is tho cure 
ot disease. 

Hu ring the past summer one of tho 
most active members of the board Mrs 
Sv Ivina Nickerson, was called away from 
us by death. Her work for the Hospital 
was the outgrowth of her interest in 
everything that added to the welfare of 
others. One of tho last of her many 
deeds of kindness was to provide for 
furnishing a loom in the private ward. 
The room will bear her name henceforth 
m memoriam. 

This is the only deatli in our member- 
ship, but it is proper to record hero our 
extreme regret at the loss of tho valued 
services «»f two gentlemen, who were 
among tho eailiest friends aud most use- 
lul helpers of the Hospital, the Rev. 
John Worcester and Dr. Edward A. 
Whiston. Owing o the pres ure ot 
other duties they’ have not been able 
during the past year to render the assisi- 
auce so generously given iu provious 
years. 

It is largely to tboir broad and gener- 
ous views, 1 heir patient and persevei ing 
etlorts, aud their courteous and concili- 
atory spirit, that the Hospital has had 
such prosperity. It would be to tho in- 
terests ot the institution if wecould have 
the counsel aud help of these two gentle 
men, but they have both declared their 
inability to serve longer. 

Owing to changes made in tho Hy-Laws 
in the oarly part of tho year the former 
plau of a medical board was abandoned, 
and as a temporary substitute four 
physicians were chosen to act with the 
executive committee until the close *

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REPORT OF TIIK BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 

Tiie Newton Cottage Hospital was 
orguniz d as a corporation in 1881, and 
began its work <*f ministering to tho wick 
and injured June 5th, 18815. During the 
past live and a half years it has admitted 
840 patients and has expended for land 
and buildings nuai ly $o0,uo<). 

It is most gratifying to the Board of 
Trustees in making their annual report 
to the ( ’oi poi atioii to be able to announce 
that th** institution is now entirely free 
from debt, and that the new year is en- 
tered upon with every prospect of har- 
monious and successful labors. 

The property of the hospital at this 
date consists of nine acres of land, a cen- 
tral building with a ward for men, a 
ward for women and a ward for pri- 
vate patients. It has a double ward for 
contagious diseases, and a small pox 
ward All the buildings are thoroughly 
furnished and provided with tiie neces- 
sary equipment for tho reception of 
patients. It lias also a morgue, a laundry, 
a small ham aud some horse sheds. 

Although iu possession of these groups 
of .building* there are still others which 
it is hoped may be secured after awhile. 
One of them is a Nurses’ House. At 
present part of the second story of tho 
central building is used for the accommo- 
dation of tiie pupil nurses, but it is quite 
inadequate and inconvenient. The 
growth aud success «.f the school for 
u urges, aud tho steadily increasing de- 
mand in our city aud neighborhood for 
tho services of trained nurses, make 
it highly desirable that wo shall provide 
additional quarters so soon as the money 
can be secured for this purpose, 

Auother building greatly needed is a 
M aternity Cottage. Just now tho upper 
story of tho private ward is devoted to 
this purpose, but it is not iu all respects 
fitted for such use. It would ho well 
if some person or persons of means 
would enable the trustees to erect a 
building with special reference to tho 
needs of maternity patients. 

,f t , n f u y. bt* that iu course of time 


to stuto hero its muuy advantages iu re- 
lieving thu pressure iu the ordinary 
wards by removing those who aie no 
longer confined to their beds, aud by 
providing a place of rest for persons not 


subscriptions at first excoeuing a lew 
hundred dollars each, too needs have 
bccu met as they arose aud as plans for 
extension were matured. 

When tho time came to construct a 
separate ward tor women, tho tunds wore 
given in memory ot Georgia A. Leeson 
and her daughter. Then later on the 
city appropriated means for the con- 
tagions wards, and the morgue, and 
finally by special subscriptions anil iu 
olliei ways iliu private ward was built. 

The annual olferiugs iu the churches 
1 the city on Hospital Sunday have 
steadily increased. The treasuiur’s ex- 
hibit will show what lias been given 
year by year in this way. Beside tins 
there fiuve been free beds sustained by 
individuals and societies, and the login- 
ning of an endowment has been made. 

With all of these facts crowded into 
the experience of the past few years the 
ti us tees cougratulate thu corporation 
ami the community upon the success 
alieady achieved. Hut at the sumo liuie 
they must legard tho Hospital as beiug 
almost at the beginning of its career of 
usut uhless. Tho otulook for the future 
is certainly bright. The equipineut, the 
uiithusiusm ol the physicians of tho city 
the growing appreciation of tho value of 
hospital treatmout aud the removal of 
prejudices against it are all elements of 
1 uluru usel ulm ss.

When it began it was not dreamed by 
any one that it would attain such elfi- 
ciuuuy, that its graduates would be in 
steady demand far aud wide, and that 
applications lu y.md our ability to meet 
would be made for the services of its I 
pupil nurses iu our own city.

While there is much to be thankful for 
in these few years of its history, aud 
while the Hospital is well equipped tor 
good work so tar as buildings and appli- 
unces are loueerned, the trustees feel the 
great importance of having larger en- 
dowments and of providing for somo 
special lines of benevolence for which 
i here is \ et no pi, y.sion. 

Tho timo will come when some of our 
citizens who have pioperty to bestow by 
will may remember this Hospital by be- 
quests. hut better than giving legacies 
would be tiie endowment of free beds 
and the like by sums giveu iu tho life 
time ot tiie donors.

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SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


The question of sewer assessments is 
one of the most important ones to come 
before this year’s city government, and 
should have the mo6t careful considera- 
tion of both branches. For that reason 
Alderman Sheppard’s order for a special 
committee to consider tho subject was 
a very important matter, aud it is to be 
regret ted that it failed to pass. There 
seemed to an idea that in some way it 
was a reflection on the ordinance com- 
mittee and Alderman Ilarbach, but such 
was very far from being the case. 

The present ordinance, which was 
rushed through without careful consid- 
eration, and has been found illegal, was 
not framed by the present ordinance 
committee, so that they are in no way 
responsible for it, and putting the matter 
in the hands of a special eomraittee 
would be in no way a reflection upon 
them. 

The question is to affect every land 
owner in the city, and whatever method 
is adopted will cause hardship to some, 
who will find it difficult to pay the as- 
sessments. Other cities are studying 
the problem also, and it is of the great- 
est importance that careful considera- 
tion should be given to all the different 
plans proposed, and a wise choice made 
of the one best suited to the needs of 
Newton. 


found to be larger than was expected, 
and other generous gifts came in until 
the trustees are ablo to make the gratify- 
ing announcement that the hospital is 
out of debt. The faith of its managers 
has been vindicated, and tho outlook is 
now full of promiso, as the now build- 
ings are now paid for and the urgent 
necessities arc thus provided for. The 
other buildings that aro needed it is 
hoped will bo built by private bonevo- 
lonce, and certainly they would furnish a 
very effective means of doing good to 
one’s fellow-men. 

The address of President Looson and 
the report of the board of trusteos give a 
very full and fair picture of tho work of 
the hospital the past year, atfd should bo 
read by all who have any interest in 
Newton’s groatest charity, while tho 
report of the treasurer contains facts and 
figures which are very gratifying and 
suggestive. 

The success of tho hospital is a matter 
of vital interest to the city, as its plans 
have been so widely copied, and it has 
served as a model for so many other en- 
terprises of a like nature, that any failure 
would not only be a discredit to tho city 
but to tho cause which the hospital 
represents, and on this account its friends 
can Dot feel too grateful that the crisis in 
its history has been so happily passod. 

The City Coancil has made a rather 
inauspicious start in presenting new ap- 
propriations aggregating $22,500 at their 
first regular meeting. All these appro- 
priations may bo necessary but it would 
be well not to let this sort of thiug get 
into a habit. Mayor Hibbard in bis 
message warned tho members against 
exceeding the appropriations carefully 
made by a committee last year, and the 
advice seems to have been needed. It 
was a little singular that all these extra 
appropriations but one slipped through 
without a single negative vote, but per- 
haps it was owing to the timidity natural 
to new members, and some Holmau may 
arise before the year is over, whose 
economical ideas will not allow every 
extra nsked for to slip through without 
questiou. The extra appropriations 
were $3,500 for now steamer at Newton, 
$5,000 for new steam roller, scraper aud 
sweeper; $5,000 for claims for injuries 
from laborers on the sewers; $500 for 
damages for changing grade of a side* 
walk and $3,500 for new hose house and 
police station at Nouantum, which was 
tabled.

If the ordinance committee is to have 
full charge of the matter, it would be 
wise to have it eularged by the additiou 
of one or more aldermen, and one or 
morecouncilmen, so that its membership 
might correspond to the importance of 
the work. Alderman Sheppard has pro- 
bably made the most careful and unbias- 
ed study of the many plans proposed in 
othor cities, of any of tbs aldermen, and 
he would be the atderman to add to it if 
auv addition is made. He is uot a man 
to make up his mind hastly and then 
force his plan through against all obsta- 
cles, as was done in the case of the pre- 
sent ordinance, but he would cou6ider 
fairly all arguments for and against any 
plan. The present members of the 
ordinance committee from the board of 
aldermou are also men who are open to 
reason, although they do not make any 
claim to being experts on the questiou 
of sewerage assessments, which is per- 
haps all the better for the prospect of 
getting the fairest and most equitable 
legislation. It is a very large subject^) 
tackle, and any committee that has 
charge of it will need all the wisdom 
and advice they can get in order to reach 
a satisfactory conclusion. For this rea- 
son, we think it n mistake that Alder- 
man Sheppaid’s order providing for a 
special committee was not adopted, but 
there i6 still time to remedy this. 

Perhaps another reason for the ap- 
pointment of a special committee, may 
be found in the fact that of the five 
members of the ordinance committee, 
only two pay any real estate tax, and so 
have any direct personal interest iu ihe 
question. If there is likely to be auy 
stringency in a man’s owi% pocket, be- 
cause of apruposed meaeuie.heis more apt 
o takeaconservttive view than one wh ... e 
pocket is not affected, (’onsidet ing that 
al) the real estate owners in the city are 
to be affected, they might naturally 
claim that they should have at least a 
majority repieseututiou on a committee 
that is to decide iu what manner they 
Khali be assessed. 


THE COTTAGE HOSPITAL. 

The annual reports of tbe officers of 
the Newton Cottage Hospital make very 
interesting reading for every friend of 
that institution, aud for every oue who 
believes that the sick aud suffering 
should be caied for as tenderly aud skil- 
fully as our modem resources will allow. 
'1 hese leports are an emphatic testimony 
to the character of the city aud its 
people, and the history of the hospital 
is worthy of a very large chapter iu the 
history of Newtou. 

The past year has been a very critical 
period for tho hospital, with many debts 
hanging over it aud many discourage- 
ments which would have daunted less 
enthusiastic men than its officers aud 
managers. Through the liberality of its 
president ami other gfuerous- friends 
the Hospital was able to struggle 
through the year, with hope for the 
future, and the tide finally began to turn 
when the very generous contributions 
from Hospital Sunday began to come in 
aud were found to be larger lhau ever 
before. The City Council took up the 
city’s portion of the debts on the build- 
ings, the income from the hospital *a*> 


endeavoring to complete its cirouit by 
runuing from Waltham to Watertown via 
Main street and then up4o Newton. 
Somo of the very people then most 
opposed to granting any locatiou are 
now so auxious to have a street car lino 
that they are talkiug of building it them- 
selves, if the Newton company does not. 
That company, however, is very well 
satisfied with its present line, it is mak- 
iug money, aud it could not be expected 
to be very anxious uor to make any 
doubtful experiments. It would be very 
pleasant for pleasure riders in the sum- 
mer to have the circuit completed, but 
whether the exteusiou would pay all the 
year round is a question that the com 
pauy will consider before taking auy 
action. 

Senator Gilman has introduced au 
order that the committee on election 
laws consider the expediency of reliev- 
ing women from paying any tax as a 
qualification for voting in elections for 
members of school committees. He has 
also introduced au order granting wo- 
men the right to vole in cities and tow’ns 
for municipal and town officers. Both 
measures have right and justice ou their 
side, but that is no reasou why they will 
become laws without a long sti uggle 
against the inertia of a long established 
custom. 

Gov. Ames appeared at the dinner of 
the New England Tariff Reform League, 
and although he called himself a protec- 
tionist it is evident that he repicsents 
the old-fashioned school, rather than 
that kuowu ak McKinleyistn. Indeed his 
declaration that raw materials should be 
put on the free list, and duties on manu- 
factured goods reduced to correspond, 
shows that he is one of those wretched 
beings whom the Boston Journal delights 
to call a free trader. But then Gover- 
nor Ames is a business man and not a 
politician, so that his views are of course 
unsound. 

The Springfield Republican in 
commenting on the Free Pass hearing 
a*ks where weio Aldon Speare and all the 
O her men who have denounced free 
passes, aud the representatives of tho 
boards of trade, that they left Senator 
Giltuun to bear the burdeu aloue. 
Nevertheless, it says that Senator Gil- 
man’s facts were of the eloquent order, 
and single handed lie has made out his 
Cise. If all those opposed to the free 
pass bribery h id been present, or even a 
I fiir proportion of them, the abuse would 
| have been corrected.

Southward Movement 1 11 nut rated by 
Fray & Co.’s Change of Location, 
(From the Boston Herald.) 

Southward the course of business takes Its way 
in this city. 

A generation ago the retail dry goods Irade 
centered in Hanover street. Slowly but steadily, 
however, it has moved upon its way southerly, 
halting at intervals, but never for more th n a 
few years. Probably it comes nearer to being 
‘•anchored” today than at any time during the 
past half century. ' 

As with dry goods bo with other leading lines 
of retail business. The carpet house of John 
H. Pray. Sons & Co. offers a conspicuous ex* tu- 
ple f this. At the time it was founded, in tsl7, 
.Mr. Pray’s modest shop was in Wa-hington 
street, near Cornhill. As the years have passed, 
however, ihey have seen the flnii successively 
outgrow one store after another, chan;>ij>g it’s 
location gradually smith waul, nnd, to adapt 
Goldsmith to ihe occasion, dragging at each 
“remove,” a leugthing chain— ot customers. 

In ls5» tlie linn was at No. ftl; hut the great 
fire of 1872 found it opposite the old Marlboro 
Hotel, where it had been for a dozen years or 
so. Building and contents yeilded to the terri- 
ble onslaught of tiaine, and when agaiu the 
familiar sign was displayed to Ho-toiiians it 
hung above the large block Nos. 558 and 560. 

Once more, however, tlie thin's quarters, 
thou h very extensive, have proved inadequate 
to Satisfy the demands of a growing business, 
and it is now to be found In a new establishment, 
which <t owns and entirely occupies at Nos. 646 
to 058 Washington street, nearly opiosiie 
Boylbton s reet. 

The new store is on historic ground. Across 
the street stond for many years Boy'ston market 
long a familiar landmark. When the laiur 
structure was built, in 18u9.it was considered to 
be on the outer margin of tlie town. The land 
cost but 75 cents a foot, and it was a “corner 
lot,” too. Times h ive Indeed change i wtieu a 
large retail establishment goes Into what were 
the “outskirts” 80 years ago, iu order to secure 
a central location. 

^Almost next door to tlie new Pray establish- 
ment. once stood the “Liberty Tree.” ‘a large and 
beautiful elm, under which the ‘‘8ous of Libstty" 
were organized in 1765, and beneath whose 
boughs and in the square about It the great 
“liberty meetings” were held. Here the effigies 
of the men who opposed the stamp act were 
exposed, and here momentous movements had 
their birth. 

The tree nourished for 119 years. It was cut 
dowu during the siege of Boston, bv a party of 
men paid for their work by tlie Tories and the 
British soldies, to the great giief of the patri- 
otic people of the town. 

The new Pray es'abiisbment extends through 
from 646 to 658 Washington street to Harrison 
avenue. The building is six stories high above 
the basement, and stands upon a lot of laud 
containing 24,000 squa e feet, nr rather more 
thau half an acre. Tne total cost of the edifice 
and its site ha6 been §760,000. 

The structure, it is hardly necessary to state, 
is tilted with every inoiiern convenience for the 
transaction cf the firm’s business ami the com- 
fort of its occupants, albeit there has been no 
atiempt at ostentatious display, the fillings be- 
ing in accord with ibe solid and substantial 
characteri-tics of this typical Boston house. 

There are lour elevators, two of which are for 
freight purposes soley, and in the spacious base- 
ment is a powerful elect! ic ltghiiug plant. There 
is also an automatic tire alarm system, covering 
the entire building, in connection with which is 
a self acting sprinkling a 
considered sufficient to hold 
extinguish, any incipient blaze. 

It w II be interesting to observe the manner iu 
which the southward tiend of retail business in 
Boston will next manifest itself. May it not yet 
be that some of the large establishments at 
present located north of Boyl-ton and Essex 
streets will find it i eo.ss.ry to move, in order to 
avoid being considered “too far down town ?”

T1IKRE MIIOI'I.I* IIK NO WAR. 

A VIGOROUS PROTEST FROM ELIZABETH 
STUART 1MIKI.PS. 

(From the Boston Herald.) 

A possible w iii - with ('hill presents two 
aspects— the ridiculous nnd the terrible. 
Before either of these no intelligent 
country must pnunn and p older. 
Apainst the two in one how cun it ad- 
vance? 

First, to become absurd, is almost ns 
disastrous for a nation ns to become 
criminal. 

What and who is Chili, that the United 
States of America should descend to 
fight with her? The moduli standards 
of warfare presuppose that nations war 
with their equals. Let us not, in the 
heat of the moment, forpet that it is only 
from ati equal that an insult can ho re- 
ceived. A penllemati in the sheet is im- 
pertinently addressed by a small boy. 
What does he do? He passes on. Pos- 
sibly the boy throws a stone at him, or 
trips him on the ice, or pives him a 
sprain. What then? Dooa lie knock the 
child down, as if he closed with a man? 

The wiiter saw such a case tho other 
day on Waahiupton street. It was an 
elderly man with a quiet face, lie ro- 
coived a sovere and danperous thrust 
from a pamiu who deserved a year in tho 
refotmatory. Tho pentleman w«nt his 
way with an imperturbability that was 
the essence of dignity. If a mosquito 
had brushed him, lie would have given 
more recognition of the fact. 

“Now, assume that a great nation lias 
received a serious offence from a small 
one. What and who lias offended? Not 
tho intelligence, not the civilization of 
Chili, but i ts barbarism and its bartm- 
riaus. It is tho boy, not the man; it is 
•the gamin, not the gentleman who has 
struck. We do not say that there is uo 
pentleman in Chili, but that their gentle- 
men has not beaten and killed our sailors. 
It is the child-Chili, it is the Chili-savage 
who has done 1 to deed. Her maturity 
and her better sense will alike repudiate 
it some day, and be sorry for it. 

Meanwhile, bow shall we treat the boy 
and tho barbarian? To raise either tii 
the level of dignity or intelligence which 
constitutes the basis of reasonable war 
on the part of a great and highly 
developed nation like our own is nothing 
else than an international absurdity. If 
we should declate war on Chili, we 
should make a fiasco in history. ’ 

Of what use is education? What force 
has statecraft? Of what value is the 
advancing art of arbitraiiou if we can in- 
vent nothing else than the antiquated ex 
pedient of killing and being killed as the 
only way out of a difficulty really not so 
profound or so complicated as to take 
its place among the gravest problems of 
a national experience? 

Second, from the absurd we should 
slide into the terrible. After becoming 
ridiculous, we should proceed to become 
criminal. We cannot forget that the 
advance of civilization has changed the 
conditions upon which war ought to bo 
made, or ought even to be contemplated. 
A war was, in a sense, justifiable WO 
years ago which would be unpardonable 
uow. It is not too much to say that 
even *J0 years siuce the legitimate casus 
belli was quite another aff air fronv what 
it can be, or can be made to be, today. 
Growth in intelligence, in culture, in 
statesmanship, in international polity, 
progress iu humanity, ethics, sociology — 
why should wo omit to say in Christianity 
itself?— these things cannot be set aside 
from the main question. It is aud must 
remain primarily a moral one. 

Statecraft lias no longer a right, iu the 
face of civilized othics, to break down 
the first md simplest law that binds 
society into a stale — the law defending 
Hie -sacred ness of human life. There is 
a law above a law. There is something 
greater than precedent. There is some- 
thing wiser than a decaying custom, 
stronger thau a rotten evil. “What,” 
cries tliH sarcastic Voltaire, “What is so 
respectable as an ancient a nise?’’ 

War, at tho height and in tho light of 
our present development, is nothing but 
an ancient abuse. 

War is nothing less or more than 
wholesale murder. Call it any silken or 
romantic name you choose, the fact re- 
mains. We cannot get away from it. 
Strip away tho flag aud tho epaulet, re- 
move the drumbeat aud the piteous 
glaze called glory, aud yon. have bare, 
red-handed murder. It is nothing else, 
it is nothing in ire, un i the day lias gone 
by when the laws of God .permit, or the 
laws of mau should condone, the thing. 
War is now au anachronism. War has 
become the unpardonable sin of inter- 
national relation. 

“Consider,” said a physician, laying 
down (he morn ug's dispatches, “con- 
sider the effect upon a community when 
one man meets with an accident. A 
mechanic falls from a scaffold. A 
laborer is cut. A ieg is broken. Flesh 
is torn. All the resources of medical 
science, all the ingenuities of neighborly 
kindness are exhausted to save that 
single man. Ovi r one such case a town 
is moved. War multiplies this accident 
aud this suffering a hundred thousand 
times. And a uaiiou steps int^i a declaia- 
tiou of war as if it were going on au 
errand to the post, office!” 

Into this pit of misery and blond arc 
we going to suffer ourselves to be 
plunged by the delirium of a moment, 
by a misplaced sense of honor, by the 
restlessness of idle officers, or by the 
latcut longing to see how the new 
cruisers work, or whether the new guns 
will explode, or perhaps by the notion to 
prove that we have a navy, after all, or 
even by the mere impulse to box the ears 
of a little South American boy? 

War! What is wai? Who forgets? 
Not be who has cartied dripping sword 
or smoking musket Not he w ho starved 
at Andersoiivillu, or writhed at Gettys- 
burg. Not - he who lias ever picked lint, 
or rolled bandages, or searchi d the lists 
of “killed — wounded— missing” at home. 
.Not she who creeps away, yet, on Sun- 
day afternoons to lay a flu xer upon the 
grave by whose Raping mouth she hung, 
heart In "ken, a quailcr of u century ago. 
Those of us who have “lived a war” re- 
member. 

Enter your protest, sick aud failing, 
agiug veterans. Lift your voices, women 
whose lile-loug anguish has filled au 
abyss iu which urn hundred Chilis could 
be sunken out of sight, i’leud the case, 
ye 400,000 whose invisible presence 
should float like ghosts the breath of ibe 
Almighty between this country and 
another war!

AH KVII. FROM WHICH MANY TOWNS 
HUFFIER. 

The American Arohitrct and Building 
News, gives the following paragraph 
which describes evils from which Nowton 
and other suburban towns suffer : 

The operations of tho Boston Board of 
Survey, which is authorized by law, on 
petition of tho majority of property own- 
ors in any part of tho city, to lay out 
streets to tho territory concerned, estab- 
lish grades, and construct the streets, 
assessing tho cost on the owners of tho 
land, have attracted tho very favorable 
attention of the inhabitants of tho 
neighboriug towns, and Brookline, the 
richest and most prosperous suburban 
village, has alrendy voted to petition tho 
Legislature, at itB next session, for 
authority to establish a similar Board of 
Survey, with the same powers. As the 
contrast between n systematic, economi- 
cal and convenient method of laving out 
streets, and tho extravagant, ridiculous, 
and, in one word, idiotic practice at pro- 
sent in vogue in the other neighboring 
towns grows more glaring, the example 
of Brookline will probably bo widely 
followed, and then, at last, will tho very 
important suburban portion of Boston 
enter upon a period of substantial de- 
velopment. As we once mentioned, out 
of a total of about one hundred streets 
in one surburban district, which fairly 
represents all, more than forty are culs- 
de-sac, or return to tho point from which 
they Btarted; and every year adds con- 
siderably to the number of abortions, 
whilo tho laying-out of a street which 
can be passod through, to reach any 
other point, usually requires tho inter- 
vention of tho County Commissioners, 
and is an extromely rare event. The 
consequence is that driving through the 
Boston suburbs is to a stranger general- 
ly one of tho most exasperating experi- 
ences of his lifo. Starting, let us say, on 
a country road, which, however, soon 
takes a direction away from the point he 
wishes to reach, ho endeavors to find a 
transverse street which will lead him to- 
ward his destination. Of what appear 
to bo transverse streets there is no lack, 
but to find a navigable one, so to speak, 
is quite a different matter. Three 
fourths of them, in some of the towns, 
are marked with the waruiug “Danger- 
ous 0 ’ and tho prudent charioteer takes 
care not to tempt the perils which lurk 
within them. Reaching, at last, one 
without tho alarming sign, he turns into 
it, and drives a few hundred yards, when 
he reaches a fence, at which the street 
terminates, either in a neat oval, or a 
jungle of weeds. Turning, with difficul- 
ty, ho makes his way back to tho high- 
road, and proceeds, getting always far- 
ther from tho place no wishes to roach, 
until he fiuds another promising-looking 
street. This, on trial, proves to describe 
three Bides of a square, and conducts him 
back to the high-road, half a dozen rods 
beyond where ho left it. Tho next street 
that looks feasible takes him, between 
two rows of handsome houses, straight 
to a pond, and, unless his horse and car- 
riage are adapted for swimming, there is 
nothing for it but to return to tho high- 
road again. The next publio way, per- 
haps, brings up against a gravel bank, 
and another, beautifully macadamized, 
leads him to a circular park, from which 
there is no other outlet. By the time he 
has studied the varied topography of all 
these specimens of suburban engineering, 
the day has nearly passod, aud he returns 
to his starting-point with thoughts upon 
suburban town governments which 
would hardly bear expression. Of 
course, the natives understand that the 
reason why Arlington Avenue comes to 
a dead stop under a treo is that tho own- 
er of the land beyond the treo went back 
on his promise to extend it through his 
property; and that Smithdale Street 
forms three sides of a square because Mr. 
Smith only had six acres of land, and 
wanted to have his street all on his own 
ground; but tho knowledge of these per- 
sonal matters does not ao much to con- 
sole the people who would like to uso 
these avenues for the purpose of gotting 
somewhere, and not as subjects ol ethical 
study; while even the tax-payers, when 
they find themselves confronted with a 
iuftvy appropriation for extending a few 
of these culs-de-sac to a proper outlet, 
begin to regret that means could not 
have been found for haviug the proper 
disposition made at the out-set. Such a 
means the citizens of Boston have now 
provided in their Board of Survey, and, 
although it has only been constituted a 
few months, it has shown itself of such 
immense utility that the general feeling 
of the citizens is one of deep regret that 
they have not thought of it before. 

What’s the Matter with this Financial 
Scheme? 

To the Editor of the Ornithic: 

Financiers think this over ou itsmeri s. 
Do not 1* beg of you dismiss it, bucuuse 
of any prejudice as to its author. 

Senator Peffer, Ingalls’ successor for 
Kansas, introduces a bill into the upper 
bouse to increase the circulating medium. 
This bill proposes to issue Treasury 
Notes based ou gold and silver coiu aud 
bullion to an amouut equal to three and 
one half dollars for every one dollar’s 
worth of gold and silver coin and bul- 
lion belonging to rlre United States aud 
not specially set apart by law for a parti- 
cular purpose. 

These notes are to “be at once deposited 
in tho Treasury and paid out as othei 
public moneys.” 

The Secretary of the Treasury is to 
purchase in the open market once a 
month all the gold and silver bullion 
offered at a price not to exceed $1.00 for 
23.45 graius of pure gold, and 371.25 
grains of pure silver, and pay for the 
same with Treasury notes. 

During the Hist live years of the opera 
tion of this act the issue of such notes 
skull bo in the ratio of two dollars to one, 
afterward three and one half dollars to 
one. 

These notes “shall [be redeemed with 
coiu or bullion at the option of tbe bold- 
er” in silver or gold as determined by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, who is to give 
no preference to either metal for any 
reason other thau the interest of the 
Uoverumeut.” 

The notes are to be legal tender except 
that “all alien persons and others trad- 
ing in the ports of the United States 
as manufactures, importers aud traders 
shall pay all dues from them te the 
United States with gold coin or bullion.” 
In other words the bill provides that tho 
present plan by which $340,000,000 of 
greenbacks are iu circulation with im- 
preguable credit” (mark the quoted 
words of Senator Sherman) by reason of 
$100,000,000 of gold held in reserve for 
their redemption shall be extended lust 
as far as tho supply of gold and silver 
will justify. Within ton years uuder 
this plan the nation can be supplied 
with a circulating medium to the oxleut 
of $50. per capita in the most couveniout 
and economical form (paper), aud not 
one dollar of it depreciated. All the 
while the expenses of tho Federal gov- 
ernment would be paid iu theso notes 
almost without need of taxatiou.

TI1E NEWTON CEMETERY. 

The annual meeting of this corporation 
is called for next Wednesday evening, 
and it has been suggested that it would 


be au excelleut thing for a few of the 
twelve huudred lot owners to attend the 
meeting aud show the trustees that their 
generous labors are appreciated. It is 
usually the case that West Newton has 
to be scoured to find enough • lot owners 
to make up a quorum. 

Perhaps one cause of the small attend- 
ance is that every one is perfectly satis- 
fied with the present management, and 
as they-seo no reason for a change, they 
see uo necessity of their attending the 
meeting. Still it would be some sat- 
isfaction to the trustees to have some- 
thing more than this silent approval, aud 
to see the city court room well filled for 
once. There ought to be enough grate- 
ful lot owners in the city to do this, for 
once at least, aud they are cordially in- 
vited to unite this yoar and give the 
trustees a surprise party. Show them 
some recognition of their services for 





onoe. 

Newton has one of the most beautiful 
cemeteries in the vicinity of Boston. It 
began in a small way with some 13 acros 
of land, and for a number of years the 
trustees had to raise the money needed 
for improvements on their personal notes. ; 
But that has long passed; the cemetery 
has now 125 acres of land, there are 1200 
lot owners aud a perpetual care fund of 
over $75,000. The trustees devote a 
good deal of time to planning improve- 
ments and to caring for the investments, 
and the lot owners would show some ap- 
preciation of this by attending at least 
one annual meeting. 

Mr. Henry Ross has been superintend- 
ent now for 31 years, and those who have 
lived iu Newton for that leugth of time 
realize what a great work he has done at 
the cemetery. Roads have been laid out, 
swamps have been drained or turned 
into a beautiful chain of pouds, bridges 
have been built, trees aud shrubs of 
many varieties have been planted, and 
the beautiful display of flowers at the 
cemetery during the summor has been 
one of the sights of Xewtou. If Newton 
people have a just cause for pride in this 
cemetery, they owe it largely to Mr. Ross 
and the trustees, who have always sec- 
onded his efforts. Some of the trustees 
have been in office twenty-five years, and 
althoagh it is not a place where much 
honor can be gained, yet they have been 
as faithful as though their doings were, 
reported weekly in the papers, like those 
of the city council. 


HOME DEFENCES. 

The patriotic spirit that is now so gen- 
erally manifested throughout the coun- 
try showed itself iu the City Council, 
Monday night, when the much discussed 
order for the appropriation of $100 to 
help the High school battalion purchase 
a gun was finally passed, although with 
sharp opposition from those who did not 
appreciate the importance of Newton 
having some means of defence in case of 
a war with Chili. 

There is such a general demand huh 
for coast defences from those who have 
eligible sites to dispose of, or who hope 
for fat contracts for the manufacture of 
gUDS, the building of forts, aud the 
many other means of rapidly g lining 
wealth, which was so patriotically availed 
of in our late civil war, that Newton 
should not fall behind the procession. 

If the famous Capital) Prat should sail 
up the Charles River, on some exception- 
ally high tide, this guu and the High 
school battalion could be stationed at the 
lower end of Xouautum street aud strike 
terror to the hearts of the invaders. 

< >r supposing that the Chilians should 
attack us by laud, aud with that wicked, 
ness that foreigners have, should plan to 
disable our whole system of sewerage- 
assessments and all, by marching up ; 
Ward street to carry oil Alderman ilar- 
bacli. To prevent such a calamity to the | 
city, the battalion could be stationed be- 
hind the high service reservoir on Wuhan 
Hill, and with this guu could defeat the 
fiendish plot. Of course Aldermen 
Coffin and Wilson, living in the interior, 
have not so much interest iu the protec- 
tiun of the city, but members who occu- 
py exposed positions on the outskirts 
should really have more interest iu pro- 
tecting the city from possible raids of j 
the enooiy, aud he able to foiesee theii j 
own danger in such au event. 

If the public men of Boston aie calling 
for coast defences, Newton ought also to 
he alive to the perils of the lime and j 
adopt some ureaus of protection. It is \ 


a very small contribution for the city to 
make to secure results so big in possi- 
bilities, and we hope the battalion will 
get its gun with all possible speed.

THE STREET LIGHT CONTRACT. 

The contract for the lighting of the 
streets made with the Newton and 
Watertown Gas Light Company, by 
Alderman Johnson, three years ago, and 
regarded as one of tho most favorable 
contracts the city ever made, has been 
renewed for two years, the contract con- 
taining a clause giving the city that 
privilege, if notico was given 30 days bo- 
foro the expiration of tlio three years 
contract. Mayor Hibbard has also se- 
cured a promise that at tho end of the 
two years, beginning Mrach 1st., 1802, 
the contract can bo ronowod for two 
years more, if desired. 

Thorn was quite a discussion on thb 
matter in the Common Council, Monday 
night, some of the Councilmou complain- 
ing that lamps were not lighted in Wost 
Newton and Auburndalo, and doubting 
the candlo power of tho arc aud iuean- 
desccnt lights. 

The gas company in such a largo and 
scattered city as Newton, have to hir 0 
men to light tho gas and oil lamps, aud 
if no complaints are made, they naturally 
suppose that tho work is done. If any 
lamps are not lighted, any ono who ob- 
serves tho omission can easily have the 
matter rectified ou subsequent nights 
by seudiug notice by postal card or 
otherwise to tho City Marshal, or to the 
Newton office of tho Gas compauy. No 
complaiut of this kind has ever been 
neglected, as far as we have heard. 
With the lack of an inspector of lights 
this is about tfio only way by which the 
gas company cau discover if the work is 
being done properly. They keep a strict 
account with each lamp-lighter, and all 
complaints are recorded against him. 

The gas company are proparing to en- 
large their electric system r by adding 
new engines aud dyuamos, and they 
hope to have the new apparatus ready for 
work iu the early spring. 


There was quite a little flurry iu tho 
city council, Monday night, over an 
order which was passed by the common 
council, "instructing” the joint legisla- 
tive committee to co-operato with other 
cities aud towns to secure needed gener- 
al legislation in regard to sewerage as- 
sessments. The hoard of aldermen 
amended the order by changing "in- 
structed” to "requested,” on the ground 
that it was not courteous to iustruct the 
mayor, he being a member of that com- 
mittee. The common council takes the 
position, we understand, that the legisla- 
tive committee is a joint committee, and 
there is uo reasou for makiug any dis- 
tinction between that and other commit- 
tees. It is certaiuly rather of au 
anomaly to have an executive officer and 
a paid official of the city, the city solicit- 
or, on a joint legislative committee of the 
city council, just as if Governor Russell 
and the attorney-general should be put 
on one of the joint committees of the 
legislature. But, of course, in a small 
city council things are perfectly proper 
which would not be iu a more formal 
body. At any rate, it is to be hoped, 
whether the committee is instructed or 
requested, tuat the work will be done 
and Newton will co-operate with the 
other eities of the state, who are seekieg 
to have some general law passed in re- 
gard to sewerage assessments, so that 
special acts for every city will not be 
needed. Newton certainly should have 
as much liberty in this matter as Mal- 
den, which secured a special act of so 
broad a nature that it can do almost any- 
thing it desires in regard to sewerage 
assessments. Mayor Hibbard, at auy 
rate, is too liberal-minded a man to care 
greatly whether ho is instructed or re- 
quested, so long as the work is some- 
thing that ought to bo done, and would 
result beuelicially to the city. 


The much talked of reform in the 
registration of land titles seems likely to 
be carried into effect, as the joint special 
committee in charge have voted to re- 
commend that the Legislature adopt the 
Torrens system. The chief points in 
this have been summarized as follows: 
The Torrents system secures the regis- 
tration of titles iD place of deeds, aud 
makes the business of transferring real 
estate a comparatively simple and inex- 
pensive matter. Its advantages are that 
the estate, not the deed or the name of 
the guarantor or guarantee, is registered 
and iudexed, aud all transfers are made 
by a single entry in the proper pluce iu 
this index at the register’s office. This 
makes searching a title au easy matter, 
for all entries concerning any parcel of 
real estate will be together iu the folio 
assigned to the estate in question. Not 
the least valuable feature of this new 
system is the guarantee of title which 
it furnishes, a certificate of transfer from 
the register being final evidence as to 
ownership. This insurance feature is 
recommended by the commission for in- 
corporation in the Massachusetts statutes 
with the rest of the system. 


One of the most prominent gentlemen 
of the city, whQse income is such that it 
would be a matter of perfect indifference 
to him, said the other day in speaking of 
the question of sewerage assessments, 
that ho thought the fairest method 
would he to treat the cost of sewerage 
as we have the cost of city water. 
Issue 40-year 4 per cent, bonds sufficient 
to cover the cost, collect six per cunt, in- 
terest and the cost of maintenance, and 
every year lay aside two of the six per 
ceut. as u sinking fund. Then by the 
time the bonds matured the sinking fund 
would amount to euough to pay them, 
aud no oue would sulfur any hardship 
from the assessments, as would be the 
case with the plan proposed iu the ordin- 
ance passed some time ago. Sewerage is 
for the benefit of the future residents of 


taken up tho governor's recommendation 
that ono mark shall constitute a vote for 
all the president! il electiors of a political 
party, nnd havo voted to roport a bill to 
amend tho law. It iR tho only thing to 
do, and it would bo just as woll to vote

Complication* «»f the Grip. 

Tho most serious complication of tho 
grip is acute bronchitis. This may ap- 
pear early or late. Tho breathing be- 
comes rapid and difficult. A spasmodic 
rough is almost constant. The expec- 
torations are glairy and tenacious. 
With all this thero is a peculiar prostra- 
tion. 

. A inoro common complication is pnon- 
monin, of which there are threo varie- 
ties — croupous, congestive nnd broncho 

f meumonia. Although those complica- 
ions aro dangerous, yet recovery is tho 
.nlo under prompt and carefni treat- 
ment. 

A third complication of the grip w 
connected with the hoart. df patients 
sit up they bocomo faint. Some die of 
simple failure of tho heart; others are 
saved from death only by careful atten- 
tion on tho part of tho nurse. After the 
grip has passed off, a tendency to faint- 
ness and neuralgic pnins may remain for 
weeks or months. 

Another complication shows itself in 
a dinrrhoa; still another affects tho 
nervous system nnd is characterized by 
pains in the head or elsowhore, or by 
weakness in certain parts of tho body, 
such as the hands or arms. 

As tp treatment, tho doctor must de- 
cide in view of all the symptoms. But 
the patient should in every case take to 
his bed. To keep about is exceedingly 
dangerous, especially iis exposing the pa- 
tient to the abovo complications. — Lou- 
don Lancet.

An Anticorn I.aw Leader Dead. 

Mr. Peter Alfred Taylor had so long 
retired from public life that tho an- 
nouncement of his death will recall an 
almost forgotten name. But in his ac- 
tive days he did splendid public service. 
He was an aggressive Radical when 
Radicalism was unpopular, and the 
weak aud downtrodden had always in 
him an ardent nnd active friend. 

As a member of the Anticorn Law 
league, a defender of Mazzini, a cham- 
pion of the northern states during the 
American civil war, a determined op- 
ponent of the game laws, compulsory 
vaccination aud grants to royalty, he 
did much to stir up public feeling on 
these subjects, and when, after a parlia- 
mentary career of twenty -two years, he 
retired, owing to ill health, the cause of 
reform lost an honest and outspoken 
champion. 

Mr. Taylor was wealthy, but gave 
liberally, and he deserves to be held in 
grateful remembrance as a man who 
singularly sincere, unselfish and of 
earnest purpose, did much for the pub- 
lic weal. — Pall Mull Gazette. 

DI<1 More Than Was Expected. 

For hundreds of miles in the vicinity 
of Lake Austin, western Australia, there 
has been such a prolonged drouth that 
crops of all kinds havo suffered. A 
number of farmers combined to bear the 
exijense of rain producing experiments 
and £600 was subscribed. Walter Mur- 
chison, a chemist, was engaged, and 
after a fortnight’s preparation a series of 
explosions were followed in less than 
four hoars by drenching showers. 

The atmospheric concussions not only 
produced copious falls of rain, but had 
an utterly unexpected but equally desir- 
able effect upon the rabbits. The thun- 
dering explosions killed tens of thou- 
sands of rubbits, which had for years 
preyed upon tho crops. — Yankee Blade. 


Electricity for Deafness. 

The extent to which electricity is be- 
ing used in legitimate medical practice 
is rapidly on tho increase, und many of 
tho new devices for applying it have dis- 
tinct merit. A recently invented appa- 
ratus for the cure of deafness comprises 
a battery, u belt, an electrode supporter 
on the belt, und shaped to rest on the ear, 
and connections between the electrode 
find the battery. This provides a con- 
venient and efficient mode of receiving 
tho current, which can l>6 applied in 
finely graduated strength.— Exchange.

A Wonderful Dakulu Well. 

The reports from the artesian well 
at Huron, N. D.. show that it is the 
most wonderful well known to exist. 
The water sjiouts up to a distance 
of about 100 feet, and the amount that 
flows from the well is tremendous, 
being estimated at from 8,000 to 10,000 
gallons a minute. Even at the lowest 
figures enough water is ejected to 
furnish every man, woman and child in 
the state of North Dakota with at least 
fonr gallons of water every four hours. 

As to the pressure, that has not yet 
been fully ascertained, but from tests 
already made it is known to be consider- 
ably more than 200 pounds to the square 
inch.

For ten days he was without food, 
w’ater or light, and suffered untold 
agonies. His friends grew anxious at 
his long absence and started out in 
search of him. They immediately re- 
quired to the mine and found him more 
dead than alive, about a mile from the 
mouth of the tunnel. 

The mine is under an old river chan- 
nel, and varies from 25 to 100 feet in 
width. This has been all worked out, 
leaving an irregular chamber from 10 to 
14 feet in height, filled with rocks and 
gravel. To reach this channel Fraser 
had to pass through a tunnel 700 feet in 
length. It w’as only after tiresome 
search that his friends found him. — Cor. 
Chicago Inter-Ocean.

A Novfl Mfimcrlo Trial. 

Onco more the Wolverhampton mag- 
istrates have adjourned tho hearing of 
tho onso against Harry Moores, alias 
“Dr.” Vint, the mesmerist. Moores gave 
an exhibition in that town of his alleged 
powers of hypnotizing, hut, according to 
the charge of the town clerk, who is 
conducting the prosecution, the whole 
business wns a fraud concocted between 
the accused and certain con federates. 
Ono of the hypnotist’s subjects deposed 
that ho went every night and received 
payment for his i>erformanees. A jour- 
nalist who wns present deposed that ho 
saw hypnotized persons lying on tho 
floor who “winked at each other," and a 
police constable stated that when ho 
proposed to stick a pin into one of these 
supposed unconscious persons “to seo if 
he was really in a mesmeric sleep,” the 
operator threatened “to have him locked 
up." 

On the other hand, Dr. Vint’s legal 
adviser proposed, by way of a practical 
test of his client's powers, to givo nn ex- 
hibition in court with one who had been 
mesmerized before. When this was de- 
clined he offered then and thero to mes- 
merize the magistrate's clerk — a proposal 
which, though it caused laughter, ap- 
pears to have l>een deemed equally 
unacceptable. The case is exciting 
much interest in the town on account of 
its novelty. The town clerk himself has 
observed that he did not know whether 
thero hod ever been a similar case in a 
court of justice, bnt Wolverhampton, 
he added, is noted for legal precedents. 
— London News. 


Fell Seventy-five Feet Hint Lived. 

When the Owl train on the West Penn 
railroad left Blairsville Mondny even- 
ing Conductor Jim McNulty had among 
his passengers one Alfred Anderson, 
who lives near Social Hall bridge, about 
two and a half miles west of town. 
When nearing the flag station at tho 
bridge Mr. Anderson arose from his 
seat, wont to the platform of the car 
and stepped off before the train had 
come to a stop. The rear car had not 
fully cleared the bridge, aud when An- 
derson landed from the moving train he 
could not recover from the impetus 
given him aud went over into the Cone- 
maugli river below, dropping fully sev- 
enty-five feet. 

Fortunately for him the river at this 
point is deep, there being about fifteen 
feet of water. The traimuen and pas- 
sengers were horrified. Conductor Mc- 
Nulty and Brakemen Kelley and Beat- 
ty went lmck to look for him. Brake- 
man Charley Beatty held his lantern 
aloft and called into the darkness below, 
not exacting to receive an answer. To 
tho surprise of everybody present, An- 
derson answered that he would be all 
right just as ‘soon as he could swim out. 
He reached the shore and scrambled up 
the bank, none the worso except for a 
slight scratch on ono of his wrists. — Indi- 
ana Gazette. 


The Ice Men. 

The wholesale dealers in ice are again 
worried, as they have been off and on 
for the past ten years. Their experience 
of two years ago has taught them that 
if ice does not make in the Hudson by 
the 1st of January it is not likely to 
zuuke at all during the season. Tho 
agents of these companies are scouring 
the entire country to the far north of 
New York and New Englnnd and have 
contracted for ice privileges on tiara- 
toga, Lako Champlain and Lake George, 
and have been compelled to pay pretty 
stiff prices therefor. 

Meanwhile the making of artificial ice 
flourishes, and at tho great hotels and 
offices of tho railroad companies, which 
are beginning to use it, it is giving 
greater satisfaction tliun natural ice, 
partly because thero is less wastage, 
partly because is comes in blocks of as- 
certained weight and partly because it 
is made of distilled water. Some of the 
natural ice dealers are of the opinion 
that it will ultimately supplant natural 
ice harvesting, and it is sure to do so if 
the climatic change toward mildness of 
season is to be regarded as permanent. 
—New York Cor. Philadelphia Press.

Wnlt tVlilliiRii In New York. 

Notwithstanding his residonco iu 
Washington, his stay in New Orleans, 
where ho did some good newspaper 
work, and not counting his long vegeta- 
tion in Camden, N. J.. Walt Whitman 
is in every filler a thorough New Yorker. 
Why not? He was lwm, seventy-two 
years ago, in a little village over on 
Long Island, and, liko most Long Island- 
ers. naturally drifted to this town. My 
old journalistic friend retnemliers him 
here thirty-five years ago, when ho first 
put out his “Leaves of Grass.” This 
city was comparatively small then, and 
Walt Whitman was as conspicuous i» 
citizen as any— knew everybody anil 
everybody knew him. Ho was a innrked 
figure on Broadway — a most manly tnan, 
as vigorous and virile ns his own imetrv. 

His very personality impressed itself 
upon all passers by, and men, and even 
women, turned around to look at him. 
Ho was almost tho first to make tho now 
fashionable fad of the Annuel shirt in 
summer his all the year round conveni- 
ence and comfort, and tho broad collar 
was turned over a silk American flag. 
His ordinary wear was a neat suit of 
workingman’s clothes. Whatever ho 
might bo called, n Democrat or a Repub- 
lican, ho prided himself upon being 
“one of the people.” Brady, then fa- 
mous as a photographer, was tho first to 
capture Whitman, and thereafter every 
photographer in town displayed colored 
pictures of Walt, especially to show his 
American flag scarf. 

Thero were omnibuses in those days 
— “stages," they called them— and every 
driver knew Walt Whitman; and up 
and down Broadway the poet was promi- 
nent. often for hours, beside a driver on 
the box. Tho lively street was his studio 
in which ho made his pictures of the 
peoplo and his studies of humanity. — 
New York Cor. Brooklyn Times. 


The Development of Slam. 

The Siamese sovereigns have usually 
been men of considerable ability and in 
energy and enlightenment are superior 
to most Asiatic i>otcntates. The late 
king of Siam and his successor have 
done what they could to introduce the 
forms of wes tern civilization. Bangkok, 
the capital, Yms the electric light, tram 
cars and government offices of European 
architecture, and tho present king has 
also shown himself a reformer of abuses, 
especially of tho worst of tiiameso social 
evils, the universality of serfdom ami 
the prevalence of slavery. 

Further and much needed reforms are 
expected from him, but even wero the 
political and fiscal administration of the 
kingdom very much better than it is tho 
Siamese, a lighthearted nution of Bud- 
dhists, fond of amusement and accus- 
tomed to frequent holidays, are little 
fitted to develop tho great resources of 
their country. 

The internal trade is chiefly in the 
hands of Chinamen, who, with the 
Malays, add some millions more to the 
estimated population of 6,000,000. Rail- 
ways are being constructed and Euro- 
peans have been encouraged by the 
policy of Siamese royalty to settle at 
Bangkok and to develop the external 
trade of Siam. — St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 


Explosives In Mines. 

It has been claimed that the use of 
modern explosives in mines leads to the 
production of such poisonous fumes that 
a grave danger to the workmen is tints 
incurred. A short time ago a commit- 
tee was appointed by the Durham Coal 
Owners’ association, consisting of repre- 
sentatives of both masters, and men, to 
consider this important question. Care- 
ful experiments having been made, the 
committee came to the conclusion that 
tho fumes produced are not more dan- 
gerous than those from gunjiowder; 
that carbon monoxide — tho irrespirable 
gas which is produced by tho combus- 
tion of charcoal, and which has led to 
so many deaths— is present only in 
traces; that an interval of five minutes 
should be allowed to elai>se before the 
men re-enter the gallery in which the 
charge has been fired; and that as they 
find a portion of the deleterious gases 
are due to the fuse employed, the charges 
should lie invariably fired by electricity. 
— New York Telegram. 


A Unique Social Organization* 

The latest departure in clubdom is the 
formation of the Annie Lynch Botta 
Conversation club, a purely social or- 
ganization of literary and artistic men 
and women, founded in memory of Mrs. 
Botta’B famous tiunday evenings. The

SCHOOL OUN. 

Tho board of aldermen mot Monday 
night, all the members present. Tho re- 
cords of the last meeting woro road and 
approved. 

Petitions woro received from II. N. 
linker, Frodoi ic Johnson and 40 others to 
have sidewalk on southerly side of Cen- 
tral Streot, graded and concreted. 

Horace Baker nnd Darius Cobb nskod 
to have sidewalk on Boylston Street, 
graded and covered with cru9hod stone. 

John Lowell, Jr. gave flofcioe of inten- 
tion to altor a baitding on Hammond 
Street. 

TIIK STREET I.IOIIT CONTRACT. 

On motion of Alderman Churchill an 
order was passed for the ronowal for two 
yoars, from March 1, 18112, of tho con- 
tract for street lighting with tho Newton 
and Watertown Gas Light Co., made in 
1880, 

On motion of Alderman Uarbaoh the 
Water Board was roqnestod to furnish 
water free for the improvement of ico on 
Crystal Lako. 

E. E. Wright petitioned for license to 
keep an intelligence office. 

C. B. Gallonde gave notice of intention 
o build a house 25 by 38 feet. 

Simon Shaughnessv asked for license 
to build a barn on Washington Street, 
Ward 7. 

On motion of Alderman Sprague tho 
committeo on tho tire department was 
authorized to dispose of Stoamor I, or 
its remains, as thoy deem best, and, 
cover the proceeds into tho city treasury, 
to bo added to tho appropriation for tiro 
department. Tho board then took a re- 
cess. 

After recess tho street light order was 
referred back to tho streetlight coinmitte 
in concurrence. 

Ellen E. Wright was granted liconso 
for intelligence office. 

On motion of Alderman Hyde, tho N. 
E. Telephone Co. were granted leavo to 
withdraw on application for license to 
put up poles in Channing, Peabody, Chap- 
el, Bridge aud California streets. As most 
of tho streets are narrow, and the poles 
are not for aciomodation of now custom- 
ers, but only to relieve other polos. The 
hoard then took a recess. 

After recess tuo report of tho water 
board was received and referred for pub- 
lication. 

On motiou of Alderman Churchill tho 
order for tho renewal of contract with 
tho Newton and Watertown Gas Light 
company was passed. Tho board theii 
took a recess. 

On reassembling tho order instructing 
the legislative committee to. co-operate 
with other cities and towns, to secure 
such general legislation as would permit 
the city to adopt any method of sewer 
assessments catne up. 

Alderman Coffin movod that tho word 
requested bo substitutd for instructed. 

Alderman Sheppard seconded tho 
motion, as it was hardly courteous to in- 
struct a committee of which the Mayor 
is a member. lie thought tho ono word 
would havo as much weight with the 
committee as the other. As amended 
this order was passed. 

THE HIOII SCTIOOI. GUN. 

The order adding $100.00 to tho appro- 
priation for sohool incidentals, came 
from the lowor branch and was passed 
by a yea and nay vote. Alderman Cofliu, 
Harbach aud Wilson voting no. 

This is tho much discussed ordor, 
which lias been kicked back and forth 
for some three months, to help tho 
High school battalion to purchase a piece 
of artillery, aud for which the boys have 
oontributed ovor $200. 

The board then adjourned. 


Coinmou Council. 

The co 3 mono mncil met at 7.30 o’clock 
with President A. H. Koffo in the chair. 

After the records of the last meeting 
bad been read aud accepted, papers were 
received from the board of alderineu aud 
passed iu concurrence with the exception 
of tho order to renew tho contract be- 
tween the city and Newtou and Water- 
town Gas Light Co. for Btrect lighting. 

Councilman Knapp wisliod enlighten* 
meut ns to tho nature of tho contract, and 
Councilman Bothfeld of the street light 
committee explained that tho contract 
which tho city lias had for tho last throe 
years expires Mai oh first. Tho present 
contract contains a clause by which a con- 
tinuance would l>e id benefit to tho city. 

The cijy pays $12.00 yearly for each gas 
and oil light, and $100.00 for each arc 
light, and with these favorable pi ices, it 
seemed wise to continue the contract. 

Councilman Staples said Newton was a 
very poorly lighted city, and wanted to 
know what the company under contract 
were obliged to perform, and what they 
did. 

Councilman Bothfeld snid the faults 
in the service would only bo perma- 
nently ovorcomo wlieu the city had 
a plant of its own. The current used 
on tho incandescent lights was not 
powerful enough, and to boouio the ad- 
ditional dynamos needed, would cost 
$10, (MX) to $20,000. Tho contract says the 
service shall be satisfactory to the city, 
and the co npuuy could bn compelled to 
furnish the additional power required. 

Councilman Bennett asked that the 
contract to read by the clerk so that the 
discussion could be continued more in- 
telligently. 

Clerk Brimblecom read the coutract 
aud it was shown that there should be 
not less than 715 gas aud oil lights for 
which tho city pays for each annually 
*12.00. There aro 72 arc lights ousting 
the city $100.00 each per auuutn and the 
incandescent lights aro $25.00 each. The 
gas and oil light are to he lighted from 
snuset to midnight, arc lights sunset to 
suurise, and the iucundescouts from sun- 
set to 1.30 a. m. 

After the reading, Couuciliuau McGee 
said lie saw no peualiy for the nou-fullill- 
mout of the contract by the gas company. 

Councilman Buuuett thought it very 
apparent that the company had not lived 
up to the contract. The lights were 
lighted late and were extinguished some 
time before suurise. He said there were 
about four hours a day lost by nou-oom- 
pliauce with tho coutraet. lie did not 
profess to be an expert, but would ven- 
ture to say the power used wus ofteuer 
200 than 1200 caudle power. 

Couuciliuau .Staples said the gas lights 
on bis street were put out from 10.30 to 
11.30 at night, and very frequently some 
would not be lighted at all. He had 
•<>m plained, but it was excused by the 
statement, that a new man had beeu put 
on. 

Thu way iu whiuh the lights were 
skipped alternately looked more meth- 
odical than otherwise. 

A motion was made that tho matter be 
referred back to the committee and let 


them devise some penally for failure to 
fulfill the contract. 

Councilman Hothfold objected on the 
ground that the city must give them .10 
days notice of renewal and that 
there was no time for delay, but Mr. 
Forknail explained that the committee 
woro present, and a few minutes would 
suffice for them to oomo to some decision. 

Councilman .Staples thought the read- 
ing of the contract, “oxcopt in such cases 
ns tho city is lighted by the moon,’’ was 
vory indefinite, but Councilman Bothfeld 
said tho city marshal by the contract- 
lias full eontrol of the lighting. 

Ho said in answer to inquiries, there 
was no regular inspector, but thought 
tho matter would bo followed more 
closely horeafter. Mr. Forknail’ s motion 
prevailed. 

The order camo back from tho board 
ratified after tho oommittoo conference, 
nnd Mr. Bothfeld said tho committee do 
cided to recommond that supervision bo 
had over the street lighting. 

Counoilman Bothfeld presented an 
ordor instructing the legislative com- 
mittee to confer with other oities in the 
method of sewerage assessments. lie 
Raid cities and t >wns had now been re- 
stricted to throe mothodB, and ho though? 
it should bo broadened. Soveral mayors 
have recommended a broader field. 

Councilman Forknail offered an ordor 
appropriating $100.00 to be added to 
sohool incidentals. 

Ho said a similar sum was appropriated 
liiHt year for a field piece for the High 
School battalion. The boys have raised 
$200.00 and on tho strength of last year’s 
appropriations Major Benyon has 
ordered the piooe which is nearly com- 
pleted, uot knowing tho appropriation 
would revert back to tho city, unless 
used last year, Tho order passed.

THIS KLOqPENT INDIAN SPEAKER COM- 
ING TO NEWTON CENTRE. 


At last the Seminole Indians in Florida 
have real work begun for them, work 
that will at once better their condition in 
the present world and lead them to faith 
in a Christian future. We know that 
these Semiuoles, uot having for their 
strongholds the munitions of rocks, have 
retreated to tlie swamps where the 
white man has not had wish or power to 
penetrate, and there cultivating as well 
as they could the laud they hud and 
doing what small business witli the out- 
side world was possible to them, had, 
even so, been found out by the whiskey 
sellers and to some extent given a taste 
for the poison. The Seniimdus remem- 
bering tlie injustice of tlie past, have 
persistently refused to have anything 
whatever to say to any government 
agent; they have feared the govern meut 
as their most deadly enemy, and have 
uot yet learned the change. They have 
even refused to accept gifts made to 
them individually, lust in somu way this 
acceptance should bind them to give up 
.their homes, or to do something, they 
know uot what, against their interests. 
What a weighty evidence is this poor 
people of the oppression that lias been 
on one side aud the distrust cherished 
on the other., 

Last spring there went out a mission 
from American women to these Seim- 
noles. A woman drove through their 
country, only by caution and tact suc- 
ceeding in getting audience with them, 
and then holding the influence she had 
won by the fact that she came to them 
not from the dreaded government (which 
they little understood was grateful to 
her for the opening she was making for 
further work), but from tlie women of 
tlie country who wanted to help them. 
Through her work tlie outlying store 
with its whiskey gave place to the store 
established on the most modest scale by 
the money for this woik and selling only 
the tilings of help to these people. 

Not only this, she brought to them a 
saw mill as an opening for more labor; 
aud now Indians tiiat had nothing to do 
are glad to earn daily wages aud to he 
paid regularly. The touch of money on 
the palm is the great tamer of idleness 
and wildness tlie world over, and will he 
found, — when it is the result of labor, — 
the potent power oi Indian civilization. 
With this beginning oi daily labor aud 
with tlie little store in which this money 
might be safely spent, this woman went 
on lier way for the season, to see what 
was needed and what might he done 
thorugh the West. 

For seven mouths she went from one 
Indian reservation to another, stoppiug 
here aud there at cities on her way to 
tell the people what Indian work to-day 
means. Throughout the West men and 
women, especially those of eastern birth, 
greeted her eagerly aud entered into the 
woik with the enthusiasm with which 
her presence and her eloquence horn of 
knowledge aud devotion inspired them. 
Aud Indian woikers aud Indian associa- 
tions sprung up in her path as tributes 
to the truth of her cause aud the power 
of its presentation. 

This woman was Mrs. Quinton, presi- 
dent of the “Womuu’s National ludiau 
Association” which has its headquarters 
iu Philadelphia aud its branches all over
